VANCOUVER (CPi Weslern hospitality 
didn’t include the weather as Canada’s annu¬ 
al Grey Cup parade was held here Saturday. 

Heavy rain fell as the parade started hut 
the downpour soon subsided to a weak driz¬ 
zle. And periods of rain were forecast for 
today's game. 

The parade including commercial breaks 
for television coverage, look nearly three 
houri to pass any given point along the route. 
It was the largest parade in Grey Cup history 
and several thousand people stood in the rain 
to watch it. 

There were 37 floats, 35 bands and 50 as¬ 
sorted marching units. 

The Seaforth Highlanders of Canada band 
led the parade. 

Judges presented the city of Ottawa with 
the grand award for the best all-round float. 
More than 40,000 live bronze, yellow and 
white mums adorned the 50-square-yard 
float, which featured a large football helmet 
with the Canadian Football League logo on it. 

Another 2,000 red and yellow roses served 
as a base of hundreds of live orchids. About

Tunis hijackers kill hostage, 
release 13 others

TIMS. Tunisia (AT) — 
TIm* Dutch government <1* 
dared in The Hague early 
today it will release two 
Palestinian prisoners in ex¬ 
change for hostages in the 
British jetliner. 

TUNIS tUPI) Four 

Palestinian hijackers armed 
with machine-guns and hand 
grenades killed one of their 
more than 40 hostages from a 
British jet Saturday but re¬ 
leased 13 others. 

The guerrillas won the re¬ 
lease of five Palestinian 
comrades from Egyptian jails 
but also demanded freedom 
for two Arab hijackers in a 
Dutch prison. 

In The Hague, top Dutch of¬ 


ficials were called from their 
beds and met early today at 
the justice ministry to discuss 
the demand. Dutch Premier 
Joop Den Uyl said Friday 
Holland would be willing to 
free the men because “the 
lives of innocent people are at 
stake.” 

The freed hostages, includ¬ 
ing all the women passengers, 
one child and one man, ap¬ 
peared tired but in good con¬ 
dition when they walked smil¬ 
ing off Ihe British Airways 
VC10 after the prisoners from 
Egypt arrived in Tunis.

Backlash hits 
Ulster, U.K. 
in deadly burst 

LONDON (AP) — A deadly backlash against the 
Irish Republican Army mounted irv Northern Ireland 
and England on Saturday after the Birmingham 
bombings that killed 19 persons and left more than 
200 injured. 


In Northern Ireland, six 
deaths were logged in 24 
hours in a rash of killings that 
officials suspected w-ere in re¬ 
venge for the blasts in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The latest victim was a 54- 
year-old Roman Catholic 
fished out of the Lagan River 
in Belfast. He bad been shot 
four times. Police earlier 
identified victims of the at¬ 
tack as Roman Catholics. 

In England, gasoline bombs 
damaged Irish pubs in Ixindon 
and Birmingham after the 
bars closed Friday night, and 
another firebomb gutted an 
Irish-owned tobacconist’s shop 
in the I>ondon suburb of 
Streatham, police said. 

In another incident early 
Saturday, gasoline-soaked 
jags started fires that dam¬ 
aged four trucks at an Irish- 
owned firm in Birmingham, 
where strong anti-Irish feeling, 
is being laken out on 
members of the estimated 
100,000 Irish population. 

British Airw-ays cancelled 
four flights to Belfast and 
Dublin on Saturday after staff 
workers at Manchester and 
Liverpool airports refused to 
handle the flights in sympathy 
with the Birmingham bomb 
victims. 

The anti-Irish backlash con¬ 
tinued in spite of the govern¬ 
ment’s announced intention to 
take slern measures against 
the IRA. 

The Immhings in Bir¬ 
mingham on Thursday night 
wrecked two crowded bars 
and came aftpr the govern¬ 
ment refused to allow elabo¬ 
rate funeral celebrations for 
James McDaid. an IRA man 
who died in a bombing in Cov¬ 
entry 10 days ago.

The five Palestinians wen* 
sent from Cairo to prevent 
further bloodshed after the 
German’s body had been 
dumped on the runway. 

The hostages said four hi¬ 
jackers displayed machine 
guns and grenades. One of 
them was a doctor who had 
been a passenger aboard the 
aircraft when it was seized 
Thursday in Dubai, a Persian 
Gulf emirate. Another hi¬ 
jacker was familiar with air¬ 
line navigation, a passenger 
said. 


When the aircraft landpd in 
Tunis, the guerrillas did not 
tell ihr passengers where they 
were.

U.S. still has hopes 
Ottawa won’t cut oil 


WASHINGTON (Reuten 
The U.S. state department 
expressed disappointment Sat¬ 
urday at a Canadian plan to N 
cut exports of crude oil to the 
United States next year and 
said it hopes Ottawa will de¬ 
cide not to go ahead with it. 

Canadian Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald announcel 
Friday that exports to Ihe 
United States will he reduced 
by 100,000 barrels a, day from 
Jan. 1 and by a further 650,000 
barrels from July 1, depend¬ 
ing on agreement with the oil- 
producing provinces. 

U.S. imports of Canadian oil 
have averaged about 900,000 
barrels a day this year. 

Commenting, on the deci¬ 
sion, a staie department 
spokesman said in a state¬ 
ment it is hojved that follow¬ 
ing the planned consultations 
between Ottawa and the prov¬ 
inces of Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan, Canada will continue 
to make surplus oil production 
available for export. 

The Canadian oil announce¬ 
ment added to economic prob¬ 
lems already besetting U.S.- 
Canadian relations. A week 
ago President Ford slapped 
import quotas on Canadian 
cattle and meat in retaliation 
for limits imposed by Canada. 

The two countries are ex¬ 
pected to have consultations 
soon on the meat issue as 
Prime Minister Trudeau is to 
visit Washington next month.

tion of 62 former officials, in 
eluding Lt.-Gen. Aman 
Andom, who had been re¬ 
moved as chairman of the rul¬ 
ing council a day earlier. 

The early morning announ¬ 
cement on Radio Ethiopia 
said others executed included 
two ex-prime ministers and 
de|K>sed emperor Haile Selas¬ 
sie’s grandson. Rear Adm. 
Alexander Desta. 


The Provisional Military 
Council, in an announcement 
broadcast by Ethiopian radio, 
said the 51-year-old soldier- 
statesman had acted as a dic¬ 


tator and exceeded his man¬ 
date. 

Aman was placed under 
house arrest Friday on orders 
of the 120-man Supreme Mili¬ 
tary Council which governs 
Ethiopia. The general was not 
a council member, althotffeh 
he was titular head of the mil¬ 
itary government. 

On Friday about 30 troops 
surrounded his residence op¬ 
posite the army aviation unii 
barracks known as a 

centre of opposition to the 
council. 

Six machine-gun jeeps and 
two armored cars sped to re¬ 
inforce the detachment Satur¬ 
day and shortly afterward 
neighbors reported bursts of 
machine-gun fire and heavy 
explosions near the house.

Turner hopes to do better in 1975 Heavy traffic in ideas 


OTTAWA (CP)-Finance 
Minister John Turner says he 
will try to hold the increase in 
government expenditures at 
15 per cent next year, com¬ 
pared with the 24-per-cent in¬ 
crease in the current year's 
expenditures over last year. 

In an interview taped for 
the CTV program Question 
Period. Turner said politics 
made it difficult to hold down 
government spending. , 

“Now it’s intensely difficult 
in the political process to hold 
these expenditures down. 
You’ve got the legitimate am¬ 


bitions of ministers of depart¬ 
ments ...” 

He said the discretionary el¬ 
ement in federal spending is 
limited to about seven or 
eight billion dollars of the 
total. With the addition of sup¬ 
plementary $timates tabled 
Friday. total government 
spending will reach almost 
$26 billion this year. 

The, bulk of federal spend¬ 
ing was tied to statutory 
items such as medical-care 
plans and other federal- 
provincial agreements, he 
said. 


Turner said the posi- 
reductions announced in his tion of the federal government 
budget last Monday were in- would he the same if petrole- 


tended to restore part of the 
demand in the economy lost 
because of inflation. 

“If that demand is not there 
in mid-’75, I’m afraid that our 
economy would falter at the 
risk of unemployment and 
the risk of the growth of the 
Canadian picture ...” 

He said he is trying to build 
a consensus on the economy 
among business, labor, agri¬ 
culture, and the professions.

um resources were in Quebec 
rather than in Alberta. He 
said it is not a constitutional 
issue hut “a classic issue in a 
federal state." 

He reiterated his govern¬

“I don’t think the country

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the federal government hadn’t 
had the power to redistribute 
income among regions and 
among people and to ensure 
that there was equality of 
benefit, equality of opportuni¬ 
ty and equality of the burdens 
of life in this country.” 

The finance minister said 
the conflict between the feder¬ 
al and provincial govern¬ 
ments could be solved in the 
courts but he preferred to set¬ 
tle it at the bargaining table. 

He said he expected the 
subject to he discussed at the 
meeting of federal and provin¬ 
cial finance ministers Dec. 9 
and 10.

Northwest area would have to 
absorb a disproportionate 
share of the cutback. 

"We haven’t heard of any¬ 
thing about it,” he said,

for our area."

Ford ends summit with Soviets 


The king appointed Mudar 
Badran as the new chief of 
the royal cabinet, replacing 
Bahjat Talhouni. 

In a letter of directives to 
Rifai, Hussein said: ‘‘The 
emergence of the Palestinian 
personality does not mean 
that, the bonds of brotherhood, 
blood and destiny between the 
two peoples (Jordanians and 
Palestinians) should be dis¬ 
continued.” 

One of the tasks of the new 
cabinet is to “realize more 
achievements for our Pales¬ 
tinian cause," Hussein said. 
“The letter and spirit of the 
Rabat summit resolutions 
(Uf>holding the PLO as the 
sole representative of the 
Palestinians) should be re¬ 
spected and translated into 
reality. 

“We are part of the Arab 
^nation and our policy is based 
on full support for the Pales¬ 
tinian people and full backing 
for the Arab and Palestinian 
struggle for the liberation of 
Palestine,” Hussein said. 


Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev at a Siberian 
health .resort near Vladivos¬ 
tok, Ford told reporters: 
“We’re very encouraged on 
achieving a nuclear arms con¬ 
trol agreement next year.” 

In addition to strategic 
arms policy, the mideast was 
reported high on the agenda, 
particularly the question of' 
whether Syria will allow a UN 
peace-keeping force to remain 
on its territory beyond this 
month. 

Ford was expected to ask 
Brezhnev to use his influence 
on ally Syria to renew the UN 
mandate. 

Ford and Brezhnev, who hit 
it off well in an eightrbour 
session Saturday, began their 
final talks this .morning in a 


white stucco two-storey 1 con¬ 
ference hall. 

Brezhnev planned a fare- ^ 
well banquet several hours 
later, a gathering postponed 
from Saturday when the two 
kept talking long past the 
original allotted time. 

The president emerged 
from his dacha minutes be¬ 
fore the talks and walked 
briskly the two blocks to the 
meeting site, wearing a wolf 
fur parka and mink hat. 

Told of news stories about 
secretary of state Henry Kis¬ 
singer’s midnight briefing in 
which he said progress was 
being made at the talks, Ford 
said, “I hope we don’t disap¬ 
point you.” 

A communique will he 
issued before Ford leaves the 
Soviet Union after- his nine- 


day visit, which also included 
stops in Japan and South 
Korea. 

Kissinger had told reporters 
Ford and Brezhnev seemed to 
have made progress Saturday 
toward a 1975 nuclear arms 
pact and actually discussed 
the numbers of warheads that 
might be involved. 

“W’e’re talking about a com¬ 
prehensive limitation nuclear 
arms agreement,” Kissinger 
said. 

Cautioning that this was 
only a start and many dif- 
fernces remain, Kissinger 
nonetheless indicated Ford 
had made the breakthrough 
that eluded Richard Nixon 
during his final Soviet sum¬ 
mit last summer. 

“At least now we’re playing 
in the same ball park,’’ he 
said. 

The one-day Siberian sum¬ 
mit was Ford’s final stop on a 
week-long far east tour. He 
u'as to return to Washington 
today via Anchorage, Alaska.

The scientists and environ¬ 
mentalists said the conse-- 
quences from serious radioac¬ 
tive accidents are 16 times 
greater than those listed by 
the AEC. It said the risk of 
such accidents is 400 times 
larger than AEC figures in¬ 
dicated. 


According to their own revi¬ 
sions of AEC calculations, an 
accident could expose two 
million people to radiation, 
and cause nearly 37,000 
deaths and 90,000 acute 
illnesses, the scientists said. 
The chances of such an ac¬ 
cident are one in 25,000 each 
year with 100 operating reac¬ 
tors, they added. 


Dr. Henry Kendall, profes¬ 
sor of physics at MIT and a 
spokesman for the union of 
Concerned Scientists, told a 
news conference that the 
AEC’s nuclear safety claims 
were based on “speculative 
and unverified computer pre¬ 
dictions that relied on a wide 
range of poorly-founded and 
inconsistent assumptions.”

Hussein hails PLO 


AMMAN fUPI) King 
Hussein pledged Saturday 
Jordan's “full backing for the 
Arab and Palestinian struggle 
for the liberation of Pales¬ 
tine.” 

He made the pledge in writ¬ 
ten instructions to Premier 
Zeid Rifai who announced a 
new 2(Pman cabinet that only 
has four Palestinians instead 
of the 10 in the previous gov¬ 
ernment. 

Hussein also dissolved the 
two houses of parliament and 
accepted the resignations of 
the chief of the royal cabinet 
and four advisers to the mon¬ 
arch. 


The moves were part of 
Hussein’s plans to reorganize 
the structure of the kingdom 
by gradually easing Pales¬ 
tinians out of the sfate ad¬ 
ministration. 

This became necessary 
after Hussein renounced his 
claim to the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank in favor of the Pal¬ 
estine Liberation Organization 
at the recent Arab summit in 
Rabat. 

The two hou of parlia¬ 
ment earlier s this month a|>- 
proved an amendment of the. 
constitution allowing the king 
to rule without parliament for 
a period of one year. 


Waldheim waits 
after Syrian balk 


UNITED NATIONS (API 
1 IN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim postponed a trip to 
the Middle East on Saturday 
amid reports that Syria is 
holding out on an agreement 
to extend the United Nations 
peace force on the Golan 
Heights. 

Diplomatic sources indicat¬ 
ed Waldheim is waiting for 
assurances from Syria )hat 
he will be able to return with 
support from both Syria and 
Israel for a peace force re¬ 
newal. 

A spokesman for Waldheim 
in New York said only that 
I (reparations for his trip to 
Syria, Israel and Egypt are 
incomplete and the secretary- 
general is therefore delaying 
his departure. He said the un¬ 
specified preparations are 
continuing and Waldheim still 
expects to leave for the Mid¬ 
dle East during the weekend. 

UN diplomats said privately 
that Israel is agreeable to re¬ 
newal of the six-month term 
for the UN Disengagement 
Observer Force now separat¬ 
ing Israeli and Syrian forces 
on the Golan front. However, 
they'added, Syria is demand¬ 
ing a further Israeli pullback 
of 3% miles in return for 
agreeing to extend the peace 
force. 

Waldheim’s delay in his 
mission to preserve the peace 
force, whose mandate expires 


next Saturday, followed set¬ 
backs for Israel in votes 
taken at the UN General As¬ 
sembly in New York. 

The assembly on Friday en¬ 
dorsed the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization’s claim to 
statehood and invited it to 
participate as an observer in 
future UN sessions. The reso¬ 
lutions brought sharp rebuke 
Saturday from the Israeli 
foreign ministry which called 
the ‘‘a badge of shame” and 
said the UN "has become a 
rostrum for the encourage¬ 
ment of terror and incitement 
to war.”

The Irish Republican Army’s outrages in Eng¬ 
land are despicable in themselves, and the more 
contemptible for their cowardliness. 

As for any effectiveness in hastening a with¬ 
drawal of British troops from Ulster, they are like¬ 
ly to have the opposite effect. 

The Labor government’s secretary of state for 
Northern Ireland, Merlyn Rees, is not likely to be 
moved by the Birmingham bombings from the posi¬ 
tion he announced on his appointment: “I pledge 
this government to act resolutely to deal with the 
terrorists from wherever they come ...” 

Horrifying as their repeated acts of terror are, 
they do not put the IRA or the Palestinian guerril¬ 
las, as they like to be called, all by themselves in a 
criminal classification. They have equally sordid 
company around the world, and not always recruit¬ 
ed from the political left. 

Canada is no stranger to the terror weapon. 
There is, in fact, evidence on every hand of a 


growing tendency to employ the terror tactics of 
the IRA. It is a symptom of a world sickness, of 
disenchantment, hopelessness and of rebellion, not 
so much against authority as against the circum¬ 
stances of corruption, inflation, unemployment, 
hunger and want of all kinds that make life less 
and less tolerable. 

If ever there were a cause meriting universal 
support, it is the obligation to arrest this spreading 
lawlessness. 

Individuals can play a part, starting with self- 
discipline and a demonstration of respect for 
worthwhile tradition and the culture they have 
inherited. If every man carried his full responsi¬ 
bility it would make the task of leadership simpler. 
By his example he could improve his community 
and to that extent contribute to the good of the 
larger entity, national and international. 

The League of Nations was a hope that failed, 
and the United Nations is faltering because its 
members forget its purpose and pursue self-interest 
there. If the ambassadors attending could just once 
reach unanimity in a confrontation with terrorism, 
recognizing the nations’ responsibility to one an¬ 
other, there might be a chance to preserve the in¬ 
stitution and with it the peace of the world. 

Surely these wise leaders can recognize every 
man’s enemy? 


The ‘immensity of sound’ 


T HE EMPHASIS in the fight to save the environ¬ 
ment has been placed where it should be—on 
the fouling of the air with health-hazard fumes of 
the technological age. The breath of life threat is 
the most important of all areas of pollution, need¬ 
less to say. 

But at the same time more attention might be 
given to a pollutant with a health-damaging poten-’ 
tial that sometimes is forgotten. It is noise. 

It has grown with the technological age, too, 
and is older than any. Julius Caesar had problems 
with it more than 20 centuries ago. After banning 
chariots from the streets of Rome by day as a safe¬ 
ty measure, he found it necessary to extend the 
edict to night because of the resulting increase in 
the sleep-disturbing clatter of wheels on the road¬ 
ways. 

Things were no better in the Victorian age. 
The streets of London in the 1890s were filled with 
an ear-splitting din caused by the constant ham¬ 
mering of metal horseshoes on the cobblestones. H. 
B. Cresswell, writing in the British journal, Archi¬ 
tectural Forum, observed: “It was not any such 
paltry a thing as noise. It was an immensity of 
sqund.” 

Today’s motor vehicles may make less noise 


than the horse-drawn conveyances of old, but the 
number and variety of noise-creating devices has 
vastly increased. Construction and aircraft noise 
are familiar sounds in most urban areas. And the 
typical North American home is loaded with such 
high-decibel appliances as dishwashers, blenders 
and what-not, to say nothing of lawn mowers and 
chain saws. 

It has long beer^pe&Jghized that prolonged ex¬ 
posure to highly-amplified music and the roar of jet 
engines can result in permanent damage to hear¬ 
ing. More recent research indicates that excessive 
noise levels can cause many additional ailments, 
including sore throats, chronic sleeplessness, and 
even sexual problems as well as heart seizure. 

Governments at all levels have introduced laws 
over the past several years regulating noise levels, 
of course. But has enough been done? 

Traffic noise probably is the easiest to deal 
with and undoubtedly B.C.’s minister of highways, 
in his desire for greater community participation in 
road planning, as expressed at a conference of envi¬ 
ronmentalists and others in Prince George a month 
or two ago, is giving the question thought. 

Noise buffer zones with tree plantations have 
been provided in some areas and perhaps more of 
this could be undertaken.

It Hliizzcd through the Com¬ 
mons with such blinding 
speed in a week of overtime 
evening sittings that nobody 
noticed — officially, that is — 
or if they did, nothing was 
said. 

It wasn’t much as federal 
funds go — a mere drop of 
S302.000 in the annual $26 bil¬ 
lion spending ocean - but it 
later could make a huge 
splash. 

The $302,000 was the con¬ 
tribution of the Canadian De¬ 
partment of External Affairs, 
on behalf of you and all those 
other taxpayers who may 
have forgotten about it, to ter¬ 
rorism in Africa. 


It now' has slipped by and 
ihrough the Commons under 
the inoffensive heading of 
non-military aid for freedom 
fighters” in their guerrilla 
w ar to crush the white supre¬ 
macist—but legally elected— 
governments of Southern Afri¬ 
ca. 

The new external affairs 
minister, Allan MacEachen, 
has confirmed its parliamen¬ 
tary clearance with the pas¬ 
sage of his department's $500 
million foreign aid budget. 

And a top official of the Ca¬ 
nadian International Develop¬ 
ment Agency — External’s 
fancy name for its foreign aid

It is indeed a “sharp” turn 

— to the far left — in Canadi¬ 
an foreign policy in more 
ways than one. 

In the first place it wasn’t 
Allan MacEachen’s idea of di¬ 
plomacy — he inherited it 
from formal External Affairs 
Minister Sharp who, as gov¬ 
ernment House leader, was 
instrumental in sliding it 
through the House so quietly 
and so discreetly secreted in 
the department’s aid budget 
for what the diplomats know 
as the Third World. 

It was last April that Mr. 
Sharp jolted the House with 
the startling news that Cana¬ 
dian taxpayers were going to 
be subsidizing — like it or not 

— what he termed “indige¬ 
nous people” in their fight for 
“self-determination” in South¬ 
ern Africa. 


No, he confessed at the 
time, while he could say the 
subsidy would be for “non- 
military aid,” he couldn’t 
guarantee that it would not be 
used by guerrillas for their 
terrorism. 

But not to worry, Mr. Sharp 


soothed the parliamentary 
alarmists, because his depart¬ 
ment was providing the funds 
for the “freedom fighters” 
through “intermediaries,” 
and this would remove the 
Canadian government from 
any direct link with the fi¬ 
nancing of a black revolution 
or worse, perhaps a massa¬ 
cre, in Rhodesia or South 
Africa. 


Conservative MP Steve Pa- 
pnjski of Edmonton West was 
among parliamentarians ob¬ 
jecting that this was interfer¬ 
ence in the domestic affairs of 
presumably friendly states. 
And, he asked, what would 
Canada have said if General 
de Gaulle, after his “Vive le 
Quebec libre” performance in 
Montreal, had hurried back to 
Paris and begun subsidizing 
tftp terrorist FLQ in French 
Canada? 

Even some Liberals didn’t 
like Mitchell Sharp’s radical 
plan to fund guerrilla war. 

Among them was former se¬ 
nior Toronto Liberal MP 
James Walker who had 
served as Prime Minister 
Pearson’s parliamentary sec¬ 
retary. 

Sharp, said Jimmy Walker, 
was taking Canadian “in a 
strange new direction.”

grave implications” and won¬ 
dered publicly “if we realize 
what we are doing?” 

Well, that was last April. 

Now it’s November. 

And Canada is setting up 
diplomatic shop on the same 
street of international terror 
as the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, the Mozambi¬ 
que Liberation Front, and the 
guerrillas of Brazil, supplying 
money, If not arms and man¬ 
power, for the destruction of 
constitutionally elected gov¬ 
ernments. 

Jimmy Walker might call it 
“back-door terrorism.” 

And don’t think for a mo¬ 
ment that any careful second 
guessers, or sober think- 
againers in External Affairs 
are going to be able to re¬ 
verse the action.

For now the militant Frarv 
cophone arm of CUSO, the 
Canadian University Service 
Overseas, is urging “pres¬ 
sure” on the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment for quick action to help 
overthrow governments in 
Southern Africa. 

Meanwhile that starting 
$302,000 for “freedom fight¬ 
ers” budgeted last April 
somehow has been increasing, 
for SUCO — the Francophone 
section of CUSO - says it has 
a budget of $625,000 from Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs, half of which 
will go to the “Third World.” 


Given the government’s po¬ 
litical decision last spring not 
to fight skyrocketing costs 
and prices, Finance Minister 
John Turner has done a 
pretty good job in his second 
roll-along-with-inflation bud¬ 
get. 

Although Turner admitted 
in the preamble to his speech 
that the basic premise of re¬ 
ceding inflation on which his 
pre-election budget was built 
has been frustrated by deteri¬ 
orating economic conditions at 
home and abroad, he nonethe¬ 
less retained the ostrich 
stance that worked wonders 
for the Trudeaucrats in the 
July 8 election. 

The essence of the vote-win¬ 
ning delusion was that domes¬ 
tic attempts to stop the cost- 
price spiral were useless be¬ 
cause inflation was world¬ 
wide. Hence, the rolling- 
around - with - inflation while 
“softening” its impact theme 
of the May budget. 

★ ★ ★ 

The budget was defeated, 
the bromide-seeking elector¬ 
ate was told by a power- 
hungry opposition which in its 
wickedness called for a sacri¬ 
ficial all-out war on inflation. 

It was, as Turner reminded 
us last Monday, the first bud¬ 
get in our history to be defeat¬ 
ed in the Commons. But, he

could not resist adding, “it 
was also the first budget to be 
reinstated by the Canadian 
people.”

This simplified interpreta¬ 
tion of the July 8 vote, pre¬ 
sumably required re-introduc¬ 
tion of the May budget which 
is what Turner did with some 
embellishments. 

Although the finance min¬ 
ister admits that “economic 
conditions and prospects have 
changed significantly both at 
home and abroad” since May, 
his November budget consists 
by and large of the same 
“series of measures aimed at 
increasing the supply of goods 
and services,” and of sub¬ 
sidies and handouts seeking to 
moderate the prices of certain 
products. These, Turner said 
proudly, “continue to be my 
objective.” 

Even if the significantly 
changed economic conditions 
were not raising “the spectre 
of disaster,” which Turner 
now perceives as clearly as 
Henry Kissinger did in his 
grim Chicago speech recently, 
the slightly modified re-run of 
the May budget would be woe¬ 
fully inadequate in present 
circumstances.

What is urgently needed at 
this stage of steadily acceler¬ 
ating two-digit inflation, is a 
series of drastic measures de¬ 
signed to check domestic in¬ 
flation pressures. The first 
such measure would have to 
be confiscatory taxation on 
excessive profit levels and 
wage settlements if direct 
price-income controls are 
deemed politically unaccepta¬ 
ble 

Also needed is a surtax on 
provocatively high incomes 
and ldxury products. 

Instead, Turner still talks 
about curbing inflation by in¬ 
creasing the supply of goods 
and services when everything 
from can-openers to cars is 
piling up in stores and ware¬ 
houses. 

★ ★ ★ 

It takes a nerve to maintain 
that increase in supply will 
cure inflation when everyone 
can see what increase in egg 
and beef production is doing 
to the prices of these two 
commodities under the man¬ 
agement of the Trudeau re¬ 
gime. However, we are told 
that measures designed to in¬ 
crease the supply of goods 
and services are still the key 
to rolling merrily along with 


Inflation until somebody 
somewhere in the big bad out¬ 
side world stops the whole 
thing and tells us that we are 
safe. 

★ ★ ★ 

That’s what the November 
edition of the May budget, 
with its please-everybody mod¬ 
ifications, is all about. 

It seeks to maintain the illu¬ 
sion that even though inflation 
is now admittedly posing a 
serious threat to economic 
and political stability, we are 
somehow immune to its rav¬ 
ages. 

The re-run budget epito¬ 
mizes this make-believe by 
pretending that a few tax re¬ 
ductions here and a few addi¬ 
tional subsidies there will see 
us safely through the coming 
storm and into calmer waters. 

If it were possible to dis¬ 
sipate the impact of inflation 
by postponing the moment of 
facing its harsh reality, then 
Turner’s juggling would be a 
masterpiece of a sound delay¬ 
ing tactic. 

Unfortunately there is no 
such thing as buying time in 
dealing with inflation. Every 
delay in coming to grips with 
it, is sure to increase the fe¬ 
rocity of the havoc it plays.

An anti-inflation proposal 


The extraordinary priority 
accorded In public-opinion 
polls to the problem of infla¬ 
tion is historically justified. 
The wars in Korea and South¬ 
east Asia left their mark on 
the index, but our worst 
period, 1959-74, has been dur¬ 
ing years when military out¬ 
lays were falling. 

After two centuries when 
the peace-time tendency of 
prices was downward, we en¬ 
tered after World War II a 
time whose inflationary pa¬ 
thology threatens the fabric of 
life here and the rest of the 
democratic world. 

It seems clear that the po¬ 
litical process in the United 
States will, and* * should, force 
a fresh effort to end Inflation. 

★ ★ ★ 

In my view, the eentral re¬ 
quirement is to install by law 
a particular form of wage- 
price guideposts and to make 
them work: fixed average 
money wages, with prices 
falling as productivity in¬ 
creases. They should be ac¬ 
companied by a fiscal and 
monetary poflicy that aims to 
keep unemployment in the 
range of 4 to 5 per cent, plus 
coherent enengy and agricul¬ 
tural policies that face up to 
the present crisis. The policy 
should be set in motion for at 
least two years to permit ex¬ 
pectations of inflation to 
change and adjustments to be 
made in fiscal and monetary 
policy and the wage structure, 
which have built-in lags.

Here are the advantages of 
such a proposal: It would end 
inflation in ways that in¬ 
creased pensions and other 
provisions for the future, 
would raise the real income of 
the poor and unorganized as 
well as the well-organized, 
and would force all elements 
in the community to focus on 
the role of productivity in¬ 
creases as the critical means 
of economic and social 
progress. 

★ ★ ★ 

What about the problems? 

It is rarely recalled that 
John Maynard Keynes care¬ 
fully examined this proposal 
in his “General Theory,” 
comparing it with a regime of 
constant prices with wage 
rates rising with productivity. 
He noted four difficulties with 
fixed money wages and fall¬ 
ing prices. Three related to 
the greater ease of sustaining 
full employment with a re¬ 
gime of gently rising money 
wages. These, I believe, can 
now be set aside. In his time, 
the problem of expanding ef¬ 
fective demand through the 
use of fiscal and monetary 
policy appeared formidable. 
It is all too easy now. 

The fourth difficulty was 
real enough: With falling 
prices, the real burden of 
debts fixed In money terms 
would slowly increase. I be¬ 
lieve this cost is, on balance, 


acceptable for two reasons. It 
would be compensated for by 
a fall in interest rates and by 
a rise in the real value of sav¬ 
ings, insurance poliSfes, pen¬ 
sions, etc. 

But Keynes did not deal 
with the major difficulty: 
while a regime of constant 
money wages and falling 
prices is the optimal situation 
for labor, how could labor 
unions and their leaders be 
persuaded that industry would 
actually pass along productiv¬ 
ity increases in lower prices? 
How could an excessive shift 
of national income to profits 
be avoided? 

The answer must be given 
in a different way: by a for¬ 
mal, public, legal commit¬ 
ment, monitored closely by 
the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability, as well as by 
the unions and the public, 
backed by both the president 
and the Congress. 

★ ★ ★ 

The timing for such an act 
is as right as it ever will be in 
a complex world. We have 
high unemployment and no 
demand-pull inflation. Raw- 
material prices are softening. 
Energy prices are unlikely to 
go higher unless there is an¬ 
other Middle East war — and 
that possibility is no excuse 
for failing to devise an in¬ 
telligent, workable policy to 
control inflation. 


With mediocre harvests 
here and elsewhere, the im¬ 
mediate prospects for food 
prices are less hopeful, but 
general inflation is the least 
equitable way to deal with 
higher food prices. 

The timing is good for an¬ 
other reason. After the coal 
settlement, there will be a 
year or so relatively free of 
major wage negotiations. This 
might make it easier for labor 
leaders as a whole to accept 
these guideposts and give 
them a chance to work. 

_ ★ ★ ★ 

On the other hand, without 
a policy like that proposed 
here, our position is hopeless. 
With wage increases averag¬ 
ing about 11 per cent per year 
and productivity increasing 
not at all, there is literally no 
way to end inflation. A recent 
poll indicated that 52 per cent 
of our citizens would accept a 
15 per cent reduction in wages 
if all prices were reduced by 
15 per cent. A technologically 
progressive economy like ours 
can do better than the con¬ 
stant real wages that proposi¬ 
tion implies. 

To do what needs to be 
done, two things are neces¬ 
sary : Labor and business 
leaders must free themselves 
from old and corrosive habits 
of thought and short-run ac¬ 
tion and address themselves 
to their long-rup interests that 
inis proposal would satisfy, 
and the president must lead 
firmly.

She, through our system, has the power to harass you 
and even embarrass you by having police officers come to 
the door with summonses. You are automatically guilty and 
you must prove your inocenec at your own expense. You 
put this power in the hands of a vindictive, jealous person 
and she can turn your new happy marriage into a turmoil. 

We need good, fair laws. There is an imbalance here and 
children are suffering. A father who loves and cares about 
his child-children should have some say as to their welfare. 
For example, if an ex-wife-mother constantly uproots a child 
from school to school, she should have to show’ just cause; 


and. if she cannot and the father is established, allow the fa¬ 
ther to have the child untU she is able to establish herself. It 
is a known fact that you must find yourself first before you 
are of any value to anyone else, especially your children. 

As a parent, my children’s welfare is foremost in my 
mind. However, for some they are a possession or a tool used 
to cause heartbreak, or to get revenge. 

I may be wrong about the laws, but they do need looking 
info and revising. If you feel as I do, lake the time to write to 
Mr. Normal Levi at the Department of Human Resources, 
Parliament Ruildings, Victoria, B.C. Even if you only take 
tl>e time to clip and mail this letter to him; he will be made 
aware of how acute the problem is.

Some medical experts are 
becoming increasingly 
alarmed about the formation 
of toxic air pollutants in 
cities, and want more govern¬ 
ment involvement in air pollu¬ 
tion research. 

Scientists arc finding that 
even low air pollution levels 
may cause more serious ad¬ 
verse health effects than was 
previously thought, says Dr. 
David Pengelly, a respiratory 
physiologist at McMaster Uni¬ 
versity. 

Experiments at McMaster 
and at McGill University have 
shewn that exposure to ozone 
and sulphur dioxide, singly or 
in combination, has immedi¬ 
ate adverse effects on healthy 
young subjects. 

Dr. Milan Uazucha, a 
McGill physiologist, says the 
longterm effects are not 
known. 

Dr. David Bates, dean of 
medicine at the University of 
British Columbia, has ap¬ 


pealed to governments for 
greater research involvement. 

Ho says in the Canadian 
Medical Association Journal 
lhat levels of oxides of ni¬ 
trogen are increasing, and the 
federal air sampling network 
does not regularly report on 
levels rf these gases in cities. 


This generates chemical re¬ 
actions in the atmosphere 
which product more harmful 
substances, particularly ozone, 
a gas produced by the action 
of ruhTight on hydrocarbons 
and nitrogen oxides. 

Dr. Bates says the findings 
of high nitrogen oxide levels

Scientists in the United 
States have found ozone 
clouds drifting over rural 


areas, apparently formed 
downwind from electric power 
plants. Ozone in the lower at¬ 
mosphere can be damaging to 
agriculture as well as to 
human lungs. 

Unfortunately, while ozone 
apparently is increasing in 
the lower atmosphere, there 
is evidence that man is des¬ 
troying the protective ozone 
layer in the upper atmo¬ 
sphere. largely through the 
production of chlorufluoro- 
mpthanes used as propellants 
in aerosol cans. 

Too little ozone in the upper 
atmosphere will allow cancer- 
causing ultraviolet light to 
penetrate the earth’s protec¬ 
tive envelope with greater in¬ 
tensity, scientists say. 

Unfortunately, Ihe atmo¬ 
sphere does not mix in the 
right way to redistribute ihe 
ozone, and the earth’s surface 
may suffer the deleterious ef¬ 
fects of both conditions.

It wasn’t Ihe best of weeks in the Legislature for Social 
Credit and its leader William Bennett. 

In the early going, as official leader of the Opposition, 
he dropped a little bombshell on the House by revealing that 
Ihe external auditors for B.C. Railway had resigned in Srp- 
tember. Having made the revelation, he charged that the 
auditors, on the job since 1916. had resigned because the pro¬ 
vincial government was leaning on them to change-bookkeep¬ 
ing procedures just enough to hide steadily rising losses. 

It was the sort of question guaranteed to attract to Ben¬ 
nett clusters of reporters seeking more details. Inside the 
legislature, protected by parliamentary privilege, Bennett 
had been blunt and outspoken. Out in the corridor, stripped of 
ihe mantle of privilege, he waffled, hedged and would only 
repeat "my statement in the House stands.” 

The government benches were strangely silent on the 
charge of interference. They challenged the veracity of Ben¬ 
nett’s statement but would only add that the auditors had quit 
"for personal reasons.” It was just enough to w r het the appe¬ 
tite of reporters who sensed that while Bennett was being ob¬ 
tuse and evasive in the corridors, of power, the fact that the 
government wouldn’t talk might mean there was fire behind 
the smoke. 

The day after his first charge Bennett rose again in the 
House. This time he wanted to know if it was true that tlie 
comptroller of B.C. Rail had resigned in September for "per¬ 
sonal reasons." "It was,” answered l^abor Minister William 
King, a director of the railw ay. 

Press gallery veterans were impressed, for here ap¬ 
parently were the ingredients of a major scandal. The audi¬ 
tors haa quit, the comptroller had quit and the government 
wasn’t putting up much of a defence. 

★ ★ ★ 

Then, in walked Transport and Communications Minister 
Robert Strachan. He was carrying a sheaf of papers in his 
hand, papers which turned out to be the J. W. Minty Report 


on the state of the B.C. Railway. It was tabled in the House 
in 1973. 

Strachan asked permission to read from page 8 of the 
year-old report. I’m not going to repeat the entire page here 
because the Colonist ran the full section earlier. Suffice it to 
repeat ihe first paragraph. 

Paragraph 1 reads: "According If) the comptroller. E. M. 
Gunderson restricted the extent to which the external audi¬ 
tors could go in Ihoir auditing with a consequent limitation to 
the fees charges.” 

I think all we needed to set the tone of what was to fqllow 
was the name E. M. Gunderson, once a c lose friend of former 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett, once a c andidate for MLA tdefeat¬ 
ed!, always a backroom boy with the old Social Credit Party. 

The rest of Minty’s report was quietly critical of auditing 
procedures over the years. 

"There was political interference,” Strachan said quietly. 
"The Minty report establishes that. But it wasn’t by jhis gov¬ 
ernment but by the previous administration.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Ixioking back, it was a classic move by the NDP, cither 
by accident or design. They let Bennett make his charges 
without too much protest. Let him repeat them on day two 
with just enough silence to indicate embarrassment and 
maybe guilt. Then sprang the trap. Wham. 

Who advised Bennett on the B.C. Railway issue? Who dug 
out the facts, so-called? Which of the backroom boys let. their 
leader walk innocently into such a trap? And which of the 
veteran advisers entirely forgot that page in the Minty 
Report ? 

If I were Bennett I would he demanding answers to those 
questions. 

I don’t blame Bennelt for last week’s boner. Nor Ho T 
fault any young members of his staff who can he forgiven for 
not knowing about Minty. 

The blame must rest squarely with the stalfers, and the 
MLAs, who were around the buildings when the comptroller- 
general of B.C. presented his damaging report. There are 
quite a few of them still around. They are tlie ones who let 
the boss down, and let him down badly.

Sugar 

prices 

varied

Everybody knows the price 
of sugar has gone up, but not 
every Victoria shopper may 
know that prices can vary 
greatly from store to store. 

As many as six different 
prices appeared on two-r»ound 
packages of sugar in a survey 
of nine grocery stores Satur¬ 
day. 

No one store had all the 
lowest prices, by quantity. 

Consumers who shopped at 
Woodward's Saturday paid 90 
cents more for a 25-pound bag 
of sugar than shoppers at Sa¬ 
feway Disco, less than a mile 
away, on Quadra, where it 
was selling for $16.05. 

Cambridge Supermarket in 
Estevan shopping centre, was 
the cheapest place to buy the 
10-pound bag of the nine 
stores surveyed. There it cost 
$6.39. 

Five-pound bags vary in 
price as much as 50 cents in 
Greater Victoria, but of the 
most central stores, Disco 
was lowest at $3.27. 

For upper Peninsula shop¬ 
pers. Stan’s Food Centre, 2471 
Beacon, Sidney, had the best 
buy in two-pound bags at 
$1.21. It was also one of the 
lowest prices in the whole 
area, beating Eaton's by 17 
cents. 

Consumer attitudes toward 
sugar differ as much as the 
prices. Some say they’re cut¬ 
ting down on consumption 
(the average Canadian last 
year consumed 100 pounds); 
others say they need it, espe¬ 
cially now for Christmas bak¬ 
ing. 

Store operators say custom¬ 
ers are not buying large quan¬ 
tities of sugai as feverishly 
as they did two weeks ago. 
The two-pound size is current¬ 
ly the most popular quantity. 

Mrs. Claudette Cross, 1961 
Hovey, Saanichton, said she is 
aware sugar hasn’t much to 
commend it nutritionally, and 
is not using as much as she 
did a few years ago. She uses 
a little on cereal and a small 
amount in baking.

“Southem Moresby Island 
is still a beautiful maze of 
fjords, channels, islands and 
bays," the letter states, 
unique among the Northeast 
Pacific archipelagos in serv¬ 
ing as a refuge during the last 
great ice age, and thus hav¬ 
ing flora and fauna distinct 
from those of the mainland 
coast. 

“The area is a critical wild¬ 
life habitat for marine and 
land mammals plus countless 
species of seabirds. Peregrine 
falcons, trumpeter swans, sea 
otter, eagles, whales and 
other endangered animals 
seek the protection of these 
wild isles,’’ the letter states. 
Some of the world’s largest 
red cedar, sitka spruce and 
yellow cypress trees grow- on 
the still-verdant slopes. 

The wilderness quality will 
be “forever altered’’ if 
Rayonier is permitted to go 
ahead with its scheduled log¬ 
ging operations in April 1975, 
the committee says. 

The committee claim* the 
northern half of Moresby, 
“desecrated" by nearly six 
decades of logging and strip 
mining, is only now realizing 
the full environmental impact 
of the epoch. Landslides have 
appeared in recent weeks on 
vast clear-cut tracts in Sewell 
and Selwyn Inlet areas. 

“Although heavy rains 
acted as the catalyst for these 
slides, they were clearly the 
end result of careless logging 
I operations and poor forestry 


management.” the committee 
has told Barrett. 

According to a local Forest 
Service official, much of Bur¬ 
naby Island is identical in soil 
type and steepness of slope, 
the committee adds. 

“And yet it seems the 
Forest Service is prepared to 
grant Rayonier permission to 
log unstable areas on Bur¬ 
naby Island, somehow justify- 
of a ‘sustained yield annual 
allowable cut policy’.’’ 

The committee, in urging 
establishment of an ecological 
reserve, says it does not nec¬ 
essarily wish to see the region 
granted park status resulting 
in development of tourist fa- 
cilitit*. 


“Furthermore, we do not 
wish to see the Haida people 
forced into a position of hav¬ 


ing to relinquish aboriginal 
title to thejr lands which park 
status would necessitate."

Capital Region taxpayers 
will pay the shot for a replay 
of a hospitals study that cost 
them 542,000 six years ago, 
The Colonist learned Satur¬ 
day. The new study will be 
about double the price. 

The region hospital boardi 
executive will meet Monday 
with representatives of three 
consulting firms. One firm 
will be chosen to conduct a 
functional planning study for 
the region’s hospitals. 

A hospital source said the 
lerms of reference for the 
study, although couched in 
different language will have 
the same content and require¬ 
ments that the Agnew Peck- 
ham consulting firm had as 
guidelines back in 1967. 

"If another study is needed 
to update ihe Agnew Peck- 
ham hospital report that was 
delivered to ihe regional 
board in 1968. why not use it 
as a base and simply update 
it?” 

The consulting firms to be 
interviewed are Agnew Peck- 
ham and Associates, Peat 
Marwick and Associates. Lle- 
wellen Davis Weeks and As¬ 
sociates. 

Victoria Aid. Tom Christie, 
a member of the region hospi¬ 
tal board executive, will be 
one of the interviewers. 

"This new study is going In 
cost between $60,000 and 
580,000, and that is a lot of 
clams,” Christie said. 

He said one of the first 
questions he is going to ask is 
how the new study will differ 
from the last one. and if the 
consulting firms have any¬ 
thing new to offer. 

Christie said he was against 


the setting up of the regional 
board’s new Hospital and 
Health Planning Commission. 

He said that he could not 
see why the 75-bed acute-care 
wing of the Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital couldn’t be built im¬ 
mediately. 

"The acute-care beds are 
needed, and why don’t we get 
cracking right away and gel 
them without waiting for 
some consultant to tell ns 
which way to go?” 

Christie said the region’s 
hospital situation is becoming 
"bogged down with reports 
and nothing is getting done." 

He said he believed there 
was enough local talent avail¬ 
able to plan and build the nec¬ 
essary hospital facilities with¬ 
out bringing in outside help. 

Hugh Curtis. Social Credit 
MLA for Saanich and the Is¬ 
lands, said if the new study’s 
terms of reference are similar 
to the one undertaken in 1967, 
the whole thing is "absurd." 

"If this is correct, the 
health minister should step in 
and conduct a quick review of 
what has been done on earlier 
hospital studies.” 

He said another study could 
become a very expensive 
farce. 

"Just what in hell is going 
on down there?” Curtis asked. 

Saanich Aid. Fred Severson 
said he has had second 
thoughts on the new hospital 
commission being the best ve¬ 
hicle for the region’s hospital 
facilites. 

Severson said his main con¬ 
cern is. the time-lag which will 
affect the building of the 
acute-care wing on the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula Hospital on 
Mount Newton Cross Road.

"My first search was fruitless and I 
returned to find wife absent and ticket 
present.

What’s another two bucks,’ although I 
have no witnesses to this, I trust you will 
accept this as evidence. 

"1 then concentrated my search in 
legal businesses only. These are well 
marked as licensed premises. Entering

Holly crop good enough 
to deck a world of halls

A better than average holly crop is sha|>- 
ing up for Vancouver Island growers who 
will soon be shipping to such places as Ha¬ 
waii, Barbados, eastern Canada and the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Apart from a lew isolated fields in Fraser 
Valley. Vancouver Island is the only Canadi¬ 
an holly growing centre, and Ian MacArthur, 
secretary-manager of the Island Holly Grow¬ 
ers Co-op Association, said this year’s crop is 
considerably better than average. 

The co-op. a small number of independent 
holly growers from Victoria north to Cour¬ 
tenay and Comox, owes much of this season’s 
increased yield to heavy spring rains a/nrl 
long, temperate autumn weather. 

"We have the best holly wc'vc had in 
years," said MacArthur who explained tbai 
both the quality ahd the yield is higher this 
year. 

I*ast year many eastern orders were not 


filled because early frosts and snowfalls hin¬ 
dered harvesting and froze young branches. . 

MacArthur, who has 500 producing trees 
on his Spartan Road farm in Saanich, ex¬ 
plained that weather has to be mild to grow 
good holly. The tender trees cannot survive 
crippling cold winters. 

Since Vancouver Island is the only large 
Canadian producer of the popular Christmas 
foliage, orders come from all over the 
country. 

Island producers also have -a fair-sized 
market in Victoria. 

According to MacArthur. although many 
Victorians grow lioHy in c their gardens, much 
of it is inferior, diseased or off-color. 

Ronald Nuttci\ president of the E.C. 
Holly Growers’ Society, said the local 
market has improved in recent years. He is 
already cutting holly for shipment and for 
home markets. 

"Many people start huying early because 
they know holly keeps for a long time,” he 
sairt.

Energy policy in Canada is 
based on a gamble that might 
not pay off, a professor at the 
University of B.C.’s Instute of 
Resource Ecology told an en¬ 
ergy seminar in Victoria Sat¬ 
urday. 

Canada’s energy policy is 
based on a fourfold increase 
in consumption by the year 
2tKK), even though Canada 
now has one of the highest 
energy consumption rates in 
the world, Dr. Ian Efford 
said. 

The report accepts growth 
in energy demand without 
questioning whether Canadi¬ 
ans could live, with minor 
disruption using much less en¬ 
ergy lhan we do now, he said. 

An American study has 
shown that the United States 
could fuel an expanded 1985 
economy with 1973 rates of 
energy useage, and "that as¬ 
sumes no new technology,’’ 
Efford said. 

At a time when the federal 
government is saying that 
conventional Canadian oil re¬ 
serves will be insufficient to 
meet our demand in the early 
1980s, ap energy jx>licy that 
unquestionably accepts ever- 
increasing energy demand is 
"upside-down,” he charged. 

But the federal government 
is gambling that 184 billion 
barrels of oil can be found in 
the Arctic, and it is "doubt¬ 
ful” that amount can he 
found. 

Even if the oil can be found, 
it is going to be expensive, Ef¬ 
ford said, and the chances of 
a "very rapid" expansion of 
oil ponductian from the tar 
sands are slim. 

"Should we base our policy 
on a gamble?" he asked. 

A reduction in the amount 
of energy used won’t bring 
the economy to a collapse, he 
said. 

Energy costs account for 
only 2 per cent of the cost of 
manufacturing most products, 
Efford said, and in processing 
sectors where energy cost 
represents up to 12 per cent of 
product cost, those industries 
could become more efficient. 

He told the seminar, spon¬ 
sored by the Greater Victoria 
Environmental Centre, that 
Canada should cut oil ex- 
imrts to the U.S. at a much

faster rate lhan the federal 
government has proposed. 

In addition, Efford said, the 
U.S. is receiving oil from 
southern Canada, which has * 
low exploration and transpor¬ 
tation costs compared with 
frontier oil. 

All speakers at the confer¬ 
ence suggested that energy 
prices should be raisod to cut 
demand, but Efford said the 
cut would have to be com¬ 
bined with a redistribution of 
wealth. 

The poor would be hardest 
hit by energy-price increases 
because they live in older, 
poorly insulated homes, and 
cannot afford more efficient 
and economical cars and ap¬ 
pliances. 

C. F. Rounthwaite, a Toron¬ 
to architect, said that about 
72 per cent of the energy used 
in buildings is completely 
wasted. 

Air conditioners, he said, 
have to cool buildings that are 
heated by inefficient lighting 
systems that produce more 
heat than light 

Building codes, Rounthwaite 
said, should establish stan¬ 
dards that would end "energy 
extravagance." 

If present practices con 
tinue, he warned, "we’ll get 
to the point where wc won't 
hr able to afford ourselves.”

U.S. indicts 22 persons 
in steel fraud charges 


SOUTH BEND. Ind. (UPI) 
A federal grand jury has 
indicated 22 persons on 
charges of defrauding Bethle¬ 
hem Steel Corp. stockholders 
by siphoning off at least $10 
million earmarked for plant 
construction. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Richard Kieser said Friday 
indictments on mail fraud and 
conspiracy charges were re¬ 
turned against employees of 
the steel firm and Walsh Con¬ 
struction Corp., of New York 
City, the general contractor 
for a long-range building pro¬ 
gram at the firm’s Burns 
Harbor, Ind., plant. 

Kieser said at least $10 to 
$12 million allegedly was si¬ 
phoned off from funds appro¬ 
priated for plant construction. 
But he said others have put 
the figure as high as $50 mil¬ 
lion. 

The 22 were changed with 


using workers assigned to 
plant construction to perform 
personal work such as home 
repairs and remodelling. They 
were also accused of keeping 
false records to cover up the 
misappropriations. 

The grand jury indicted all 
22 defendents on mail fraud 
charges, Kieser said. In addi¬ 
tion, one charge of conspiracy 
to commit mail fraud and 
four counts of perjury were 
returned Thursday. 

Among those charged were 
John Murphy, New York, 
former president of Walsh 
John Weidman, New York, 
current Walsh president Jo¬ 
seph Ondrejka, Highland, 
Ind., Walsh’s Indiana manag¬ 
er James Creighton, Chester¬ 
ton, Ind., Bethlehem plant 
manager Harry Wood, Michi¬ 
gan City, Ind., assistant plant 
general manager, and Wil¬ 


liam Ritterhoff, former Burns 
Harbor manager and now a 
vice president for Bethlehem. 

Kieser said no date for ar¬ 
raignment has been set and 
that the accused are free on 
their own recognizance. 

Some of the accused also 
have been charged in pre¬ 
vious federal income tax 
cases, he said. 

The Bums Harbor plant-, al¬ 
though operational for several 
years, was still under con¬ 
struction. Walsh has been the 
main contractor since con¬ 
struction began in 1963.

DETROIT (UPI) — Mas¬ 
sive auto industry layoffs 
idling more than 200,000 
workers before Christmas 
were ordered this past week 
because mid-November sales 
reports show a whopping 41 
per cent drop from a year 
ago, industry analysts said 
Saturday. 

The sales report, due Mon¬ 
day, will show deliveries of 
about 170,000 cars between 
Nov. 11-20, the lowest since 
1970 when there was an in¬ 
dustry strike and the second 
lowest since 1959. In the first 
10 days of November, sales 
dropped 38.4 per cent. 

At Chrysler Corp., where 
65,900 U.S. and Canadian fac¬ 
tory workers will be idled, up 
to 20,000 clerical and manage¬ 
rial employees also will be off 
the job. Most of the No. 3 au¬ 
tomaker’s operations will shut 
down after Wednesday until 
Jan. 6. 

Top Chrysler management 
personnel, including chairman 
Lynn Townsend and president 
John Riccardo, will forego a 
portion of their salaries dur¬ 
ing the shutdown, a Chrysler 
spokesman said. 

New layoffs were an¬ 
nounced by the four U.S. au¬ 
tomakers almost every day in 
the past two weeks in re¬ 
sponse to the worst model 
sajes start in a decade. 

Giant General Motors will 
idle 30,0.00 workers temporari¬ 
ly in December at nine of its 
22 afsemblyplants. That is in 
addition to 40,000 workers al¬ 
ready off the job indefinitely. 

Ford Motor Co. will idle 
22,300 workers at nine assem¬ 
bly plants for one and two 
weeks in December and lay 
off 2,875 more indefinitely. In

Fast-buck man wants samples

MILTON, Mass. (UPI) - A 
local inventor-humorist has a 
chemical process he says 
could save the U.S. Treasury 
some money. 

“We're really dead serious- 
* chuckling Edward Rob- 
barl said regarding his re¬ 
quest that the treasury send 
him a “dozen samples of your 
entire product line” for test¬ 
ing purposes. 

“I’m really looking forward 
to the $10,000 bill,” he said, 
adding that it is normal rou¬ 
tine for companies to send 


samples to be treated and 
submitted for their evalua¬ 
tion. 

Robbart, a Harvard educat¬ 
ed engineer, economist and 
inventor wrote a letter Nov. 
15 to Treasury Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Simon about his process 
for treating paper. In this 
case, dollar bills. 

This process is the simplest 
least expensive, and most ef¬ 
ficient means of imparting 
wet strength, water repel- 
lency and a degree of release 
to cellulose,’’ Robbart wrote. 
In simple terms what it does 


is make new bills easier to 
handle by helping to slide 
over each other more easily. 

Robbart sent three sample 
treated $1 bills to Simon. 
“You will note that, as a re¬ 
sult of treatment, the samples 
slide over each other more 
easily,” Robbart wrote. “The 
sticking problem commonly 
associated with your product 
is considerably lessened by 
this treatment.” 

“It could make the money 
slip through your fingers easi¬ 
er, ” he said. 

"It also might add life to 


the dollar,” Robbart said in 
an interview. 

Robbart suggested that if 
Simon is interested in pursu¬ 
ing the matter, “I would 
greatly appreciate your send¬ 
ing me a dozen samples of 
your entire product line. Nat¬ 
urally, we would expect to re¬ 
tain some of these both for 
lestin in our lab and to es¬ 
tablish the value of treatment 
in everyday product use.” 

“As you are doubtless 
aware.” he wrote to Simon. 
“You incur no obligation 
whatsoever by sending us 
ihese samples.”

For at least the second time as a guest speaker 
he has been nothing less than crude in commenting about 
Russia. Speaking recently to the Canadaan-Italiam Business 
and Professional Men’s Association, he noted that “things 
haven’t changed much.

JAPONIC A FRUITS 
(A. Marl)., Col wood) 

The fruits of the ornamental 
floweriqg quince or "Ja|>oni- 
ca” are^edifele and can he 
used for making jam, jelly or 
wine, either alone or in com- 
bination with other fruits. 

Thp time to prune is just, 
after the blossoms finish in 
late spring, and the method is 
to shorten every lateral which 
has borne blossoms back to 
within onp bud of its base. At 
the same time, thin out 
growth where il is crowded, 
removing unwanted shoots in 
I their entirety.

KANGAROO VINK 
(W. T., Victoria) 

Your houseplant vine with 
dark green, glossy, serrated 
leaves is Cissus antarctica, 
commonly known as the Kan- 
) garoo Vine. It is a native of 
Australia and is related to the 
grape and to the Virginia 
Creeper. 

The little 2!4-inch pot in 
which you bought your plant 
is much too small for perma¬ 
nent use: plants are almost 
always sold in ton-small pots 
to save weight. 


While this is not the ideal 
time for repotting spring 
would be better I think a 
transfer to a large pot imme¬ 
diately would he the lesser of 
two evils. 

" Try to do the job with a 
minimum of disturbance to 
the roots, using purchased 
potting soil and a four-inch 
pot with an inch of gravel in 
the bottom for good drainage. 

Cissus likes plenty of day¬ 
light but not too much direct 
sunshine an east or a north 
window would be best. Give 
plenty of water at each water¬ 
ing. but allow the soil to be¬ 
come almost hone dry be¬ 
tween waterings. Spray the 
leaves frequently with a fine 
mist of plain water.

I'm afraid I don’t know of 
any roses which are complete¬ 
ly immune to mildew. Howev¬ 
er. the following are a few- 
scented roses which have 
some degree of resistance to 
mildew :

To minimize the danger of 
mildew; grow your roses in 
an open and exposed site 
rather than in a sheltered lo¬ 
cation, with plenty of spacing 
between the plants to allow 
for good air circulation.

if mildew put in an appear¬ 
ance. spray promptly with 
Karathane or Beriate.

BIRCH TREE (K.l\. Col- 
wood) 

One way you can tell the 
grey birch from the paper 
birch is to mh the hark 
preferably with the sleeve of 
your best blue serge suit! 
The chalky whiteness will rub 
off the paper birch, but not off 
the grey. 

Another way of telling the 
two apart is by the bark 
markings. The bark of jfle 
paper birch has horizontal 
black stripe-like markings, 
while the grey birch is 
marked with clearly defined 
triangular black patches or 




"monkey faces,” -as children 
call them. 

Actually, for the first three 
or four years of life, ihe grey 
birch is whiter than the paper 
birch, and it is only in later 
life that the latter develops 
the full silvery beauty of its 
bark. 

In my opinion, the grey 
birch is nothing like as hand¬ 
some a bee, but at least it 
has the virtue of thriving in 
soil so poor no other tree 
would grow.

FKRTIIJZER USE 
(N. O’C., Nanaimo) 

Your fertilizer with the for¬ 
mula 27-14-0 on the label is 
very rich in nitrogen, contains 
a fair proportion of phosphate 
and has no potash in it at all. 

It was probably formulated 
originally for use on grain 
crops, but you could use it on 
your lawn and for the leafy 
vegetables such as lettuce, 
spinach, celery, kale and 
chard. 

It is not a good fertilizer for 
root crops, and carrots and 
heels would probably develop 
all tops and no roots if fed 
with it.

The proper attitude 1o lake toward an "expert” in any 
field is one of reserved respect. "Respect,” because he has 
applied himself diligently, and knows far more than a layman 
can comprehend about his subject. "Reserved.” bevau.se it is 
rarely the expert w'ith formal training who makes the most 
notable advances in his field. 

A startling number of inventions and discoveries have 
been made by men trained in one field who delved into 
another with the innocence of a child and the fervor of an 
amateur. They were thus able to see what the expert could 
not for, in a sense, knowing too much about a subject arbi¬ 
trarily delimits one’s sense of what is "possible” or "feasi¬ 
ble.” 

★ ★ ★ 

To make basic discoveries, one must remain childlike in 
some respects, asking foolish questions, and refusing to ac¬ 
cept pat answers that really answer nothing. Experts are 
good 1o check and test one’s ideas against; they usually knrtw 
what cannot he done, hut are not as perceptive in knowing 
what «-an he done outside conventional formulations. 

It was not the lay public, after all, but the experts of his 
time who jeered at Pasieur to the point of persecution; it was 
the experts in genetics who snubbed and ignored the obscure 
monk, Gregor Mendel. It was the expert psychologists who 
rejected Freud, a man trained in neurology, without proper 
credentials in mental phenomena. 

II is interesting that, even outside Ihe field of science, Ihe 


ivvo lending contenders in economic theory today capital¬ 
ism and communism were founded by men who were not 
economists: Adam Smith, a moral philosopher, and Karl 
Marx, a largely self-educated historian. 

There is not a third-rate economist living today who 
doesn’t know more than ftiey did about economics but the 
sweep and grandeur of their visions shaped and influenced 
the whole world, for better or for worse. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is not to denigrate the experts, who perform « 
useful function, mostly of a negative sort. Their powers are 
deep and acute; they can spot errors, omissions, contradic¬ 
tions, and tjieir possible consequences. 

They form a sound di.<tant-early-vvarning system for im¬ 
pending breakdowns; hut it usually takes someone of larger 
scope and stature to avoid the cataclysm, or to repair the 
ravages. 

By rigorously departmentalizing science and technology, 
as we do, our society tends to generate more and more ex¬ 
perts. and fewer and fewer inspired amateurs who feel free 
to dabble in related fields. 

Experts have contempt for far-ranging minds which ref¬ 
use to confine themselves; and our educational system re¬ 
wards only those who continue to learn more and more about 
less and less. This is not the way to discover anything, except 
how quickly the imagination congeals and the spin/ shrink* 
imsuch an atmosphere.

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Inspector strike halts grain 


Grain shipments from Van¬ 
couver were halted Saturday 
for the third time in two 
months as federal grain in¬ 
spectors went on strike to 
back demands for highefr.pav. 

The walkout by 45 inspec¬ 
tors coincided with a concilia¬ 
tion report rejection by more 
than 2,000 members of the 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, which represents the 
inspectors. 

A spokesman said their 
counterparts in Thunder Bay, 
Winnipeg, and Montreal also 
walked off their jobs to en¬ 
force contract demands with 
the federal treasury board. 

Members of the Grain 
Workers’ Union respected 


picket lines, staying off their 
jobs for the second time in 
less than two months. 

The grainhandlers had 
staged a seven-week strike in 
a dispute w-ith grain compa¬ 
nies, and returned to work 
Oct. 11 after the federal gov¬ 
ernment forced the companies 
to accept terms of a contract 
through legislation. 

Three weeks ago the inspec¬ 
tors booked off sick for two 
days to protest lack of 
progress in negotiations with 
the treasury board. 

Negotiations were to con¬ 
tinue over the weekend. 

The rejected conciliation re¬ 
port recommended a retroac¬ 
tive 9 per cent wage increase 


to July 29, and a 12.5 per cent 
raise over one year. 

The inspectors want parity 
with grainworkers. which 
would give them a' 30-per-cent 
increase. Inspectors now earn 
between $9,300 and $10,500 
yearly. 

Also included in the bar¬ 
gaining unit are more than 
2,000 other federal inspectors, 
whose duties are to ensure 
food is free of disease, is of 
required quality and is la¬ 
belled accurately. 

About 1,000 of these are 
meat and poultry inspectors 
who are not permitted to 
strike because their jobs have 
been designated as essential 
to public safety. 


However. Vancouver PSAC 
spokesman William Bit/ 
warned many of the meat in¬ 
spectors may walk out Mon¬ 
day if there is no progress in 
the weekend’s negotiations. 

He explained that less-ex¬ 
perienced inspectors are noj 
designated as essential, and 
are thus eligible to strike. 

The remaining inspectors 
will continue a work-to-rule 
campaign which began Satur¬ 
day. 

PSAC regional representa¬ 
tive Tom Dalzell, said the 12 
inspectors at Victoria will 
meet at 7 p.m. today at the 
regional office to be brought 
up to date on the negotiations. 


He said the strike involves 
three Victoria inspectors em¬ 
ployed at the Canadian Grain 
Commission at Ogden Point. 
Also involved in the dispute 
are five federal agriculture 
and two consumer affairs de¬ 
partment inspectors, and 
three poultry inspectors who 
work at Sooke. 

Dalzell said the main action 
of the strike will be at the 
major grain ports and that he 
expected very little action in 
Victoria. 

He said there are about 
three million bushels of grain 
currently in the Ogden Point 
elevator, but there are no 
ships in port waiting to be 
loaded.

BUENOS AIRES - In the 
South American summer just 
now beginning, this beautiful 
city may be the best tourism 
bargain anywhere. 

Very little good news 
reaches the outside world 
from Argentina, which is in 
the throes of virtual civil war 
between terrorists of the right 
and left. 

So tourism is under¬ 
standably reduced. There 
should he plenty of hotel 
rooms for nfonths to come, 
and no waiting lines at the 
superb steak houses and con- 
fiterias . f 

Wage-and-prire controls 
have kept a lid of sorts on 
costs so that Buenos Aires 
offers the visitor more charm 
I and cheerful excitement for 
! his dollar than any other 
I major capital in the world. 

Unless he mingles here with 
the wealthy or politically 
prominent, the visitor can re- 
I main aloof from the tension 


and danger of Argentina’s up¬ 
heaval. 

There are two cities here 
now: the official cit>' which is 
• aught up in despair and ler- 
ror, and the sophisticated, im¬ 
perturbable city inhabited by 
most foreign visitors and Por- 
lenos (people of the port, as 
B.A. residents call them¬ 
selves). 

While terrorists puhlish lists 
of their intended victims, and 
assassinations exceed the rate 
of one each day. the jaearan- 
da trees have hurst into 
springtime bloom along the 
stately boulevards. 

The first hardy sun wor¬ 
shippers have spread their 
towels on the beach at Mar 
del Plata. I/>vers crowd park 
benches, and children lope 
along grassy slopes. 


Animated throngs push day 
and night through the streets 
and coffeehouses of a city 
that is mure European than 
American. 

There are reasons for visit¬ 
ing Buenos Aires that startle 
most of those arriving herp 
for ihe first time. The city is 
rich and spacious with w'ide, 
tree-lined boulevards. It has 
intimate residential districts 
of vast charm like Little Pa¬ 
lermo, a favorite of foreign 
diplomats. ^ 

The Portenos are mostly of 
Italian and Spanish origin, 
and there is little evidence of 
the indigenous Indian found 
in many Latin America coun¬ 
tries. 

Luxurious, old-line hotels 
bear transplanted names: the

Monuments and public 
buildings enrich the city: its 
Teatro Colon, modeled after 
the Paris Opera House, is 
without challenge the finest, 
concert hall in South Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The confiterias of Buenos 
Aire's provide a unique blend¬ 
ing of the English pub, the 
Parisian boulevard cafp, and 
the American coffee shop. It 
is important for the visitor to 
fit them into his schedule. 

Some offer small platters of 
olives and native cheese and 
serve only coffee, beer, and 
sandwiches. Others are very 
grand in the old Viennese tra¬ 
dition. 

The Richmond Bar on Flori¬ 
da is the best-known. It was 
memorialized by Graham 
Greene in a recent novel that 
unerringly forecast the 
present era of terrorism, The 
Honorary Consul. 

It was the hero’s mother in 
Greene’s book who grew' flac¬ 
cid in mind and body from the 
pastries of the Richmond. 
(We found sensational ice 
cream there, too.) 

Native wines (most promin¬ 
ently from the province of 
Mendoza) are cheap and 
good, much like the California 
wines of 10 years ago, and 
Ihey are the prime drink of 
the country. 

The visitor has reached the 
heart of the Argentine when 
he finds himself at one of 
penas folklorieas, preferably 
between midnighl and 4 a m. 
Wilh his sentimental folk 
music, the patron enjoys wine 
and empanadas, small pies of 
meat and ehicken or corn. 

Steak, of course, is the in¬ 
romp arable offering of 


Bueons Aires. Schedule your 
visit during the last two 
weeks of the month. 

To conserve its primary ex¬ 
port, Argentina bans the sale 
of beef in restaurants during 
the first two weeks. 

La Cabana is B.A.’s best- 
known steak house. Its steaks 
are served Without aging or 
use of cold storage, violating 
traditions held dear in the 
United States, and they are 
superb. But then, so are 
steaks everywhere here. It is 
hard to run up a dinner bill 


for Iwo, with abundant wine, 
of much more than S14. 

The money game in Buenos 
Aires helps the visitor think 
he has moved back in time. 

At the formal rate of ex¬ 
change the Argentine peso 
costs about a dime. But only 
if he uses an American credit 
< and does the visitor pay that 
rate. Money Is exchanged 
openly, at 17 pesos to the dol¬ 
lar, in reputable shops along 
the main streets. Hotels rou¬ 
tinely offer 14 or 15 pesos for 
the dollar.

ing the ceiling of a tiny room 
off Rue Joseph Allon, fitting 
skis to the feet of visiting 
tourists and making noises 
that suggested he had little in¬ 
tention of returning home. 

The Arizona desert is beau¬ 
tiful. The American acknowl¬ 
edges as much. "But look at 
these mountains,” he says 
almost in awe. 

The Alps, Mont Blanc in 
particular, drew Richard van 
Horn to Chamonix in the first 
place. He came for three 
days, extended the visit to a 
week and still couldn’t move 
on. That was two years ago. 
In the interim he has honed a 
fine edge onto his skiing abili¬ 
ty and introduced the correct 
intonations into his French. 

What keeps the bearded 
Arizonan here is what attracts 
visitors by the thousands each 
year. Chamonix is much more 
than just a ski village, even if 
in winter the skis in these 
narrow streets seem more nu¬ 
merous than bicycles in Am¬ 
sterdam or ducks on Long Is¬ 
land. 

The fact is that while this 
village may double its 8,000 
population during the ski sea¬ 
son, it more than quadruples 
it in the summer.

may skate, too. and perhaps 
go curling, but you may also 
hike, climb mountains, camp 
out, ride horseback, play 
tennis, squash, or go swim¬ 
ming. And all year round 
there is an ambience so typi¬ 
cally French yet exclusively 
Alpine. 

Like most Alpine ski resorts 
— be they French, Swiss, or 
Italian — Chamonix is inter¬ 
national. The mix of debu¬ 
tantes (the preferred word 
here for novices) and ac¬ 
complished Rkl huffs is about 
the same here as mo6t ski 
areas around the world. 

A skier’s nationality, then, 
isn’t so obvious on die slopes. 
You pick that out afterward 
in the lodges, or on the sun 
decks — where a tan is more 
readily acquired than orr 
Miami Beach — or in the 
quaint streets of Chamonix it¬ 
self. 

French voices dominate, 
naturally. But there are Ger¬ 
man voices too and English 
voices galore. There is En¬ 
glish* English, American En¬ 
glish and. if you are sharp 
enough to tell the difference, 
Canadian English. There were 
Australian inflections in some 
voices, or were they New Zea¬ 
land? 

Suffice to say, you don’t 
have to speak French to enjoy 
yourself in these Alps. Your 
own language will do even if 
it is Japanese — or rather 
particularly if it is Japanese. 

So many Japanese are mak¬ 
ing it to the rfki resorts of 
Europe these days that here 
in Chamonix the French 
Tourist Office has a Japanese 
girl to handle inquiries from 
her visiting countrymen. 

In the shops, of course, you 
may have to resort to sign 
language.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada is 
heading into “a very critical 
energy crisis, T. C. Douglas 
(NDP - Nanaimo - Cowichan - 
The Islands) said Friday. 

"I think we’re into a race 
against time,” he said in the 
Commons after a reduction in 
crude oil exports to the Unit¬ 
ed States was announced by 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald. 

Douglas said both the gov¬ 
ernment and the National En¬ 
ergy Board arc over-optimis¬ 
tic in their estimate* of oil 
supplies. 

Instead of reducing exports 
over seven to eight years, 
they should be stopped within 
three or four, the former Sas¬ 
katchewan premier said. 

An energy board report re¬ 
leased by Macdonald recom¬ 
mended an end to exports in 
1982. In leaving the timing 
that late, Douglas said, the 
government and the board are 
rounting on new oil supplies 
from the Arctic and the 
northern Alberta oil sands. 

This is too risky an assump¬ 
tion to make, he argued. 

But his pessimism was not 
shared by Alvin Hamilton 
i Qu’Applell—Moose Moun- 
lain). Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive energy critic. 

lie said an energy board 
report released by Macdonald 
indicates there are adequate 
reserves to supply domestic 
needs far into the future. 

The primary goal of the 
government should be to give 
the oil industry a favorable 
economic climate to make the 
supplies available; he said. lie 
urged the government to end 
its ‘‘war with the provinces” 
over resources and let private 
< ompanies move ahead. 

If the outlook for the oil in¬ 
dustry docs not improve, "it 
is going to be the consumer 
who will pay in the end.” he 
said.

• <>uld prove to be an effective 
weapon in the battle against 
« ancer, a University of Okla¬ 
homa researcher reports. 

Dr. Donald Cox, associate 
professor of microbiology at 
the university, said he had 
been working for six years 
with a virus that had demon¬ 
strated ability to disrupt the 
regulation mechanism in 
human and mouse cancer 

• ells. 

Once the regulatory ability 
is lost, the cancer cells quick¬ 
ly die, he said. 

Cox said he had placed the 
virus in a tissue culture of 
normal human lung cells. 
Cancerous cells were killed in 
less than 24 hours, he said, 
hut the lung cells apparently 
were not harmed by the virus. 

“The normal cell just loves 
ihat virus,” he said. 

Other agents are known to 
kill cmcer cells, but also kill 
normal cells. 

A problem with Cox’s sys¬ 
tem is that the virus is ex¬ 
tremely common, and raise* 
an immune response in thr 
human body. Injected into a 
body to seek.out and destroy 
cancer cells, Cox said, it 
might be intercepted and de¬ 
stroyed by the body’s own de¬ 
fence mechanism. However, 
he said, there appear to be 
methods of solving the prob¬ 
lem. 

Cox stressed the previously 
unreported research will be 
subjected to critical examina¬ 
tion by others which may turn 
up shortcomings. 

“There is always the possi¬ 
bility that we have missed 
something or have done some¬ 
thing wrong,” he said. “What 
we have done is nowhere near 
offering a solution to the prob¬ 
lem in its present form.” 

Cox made the report a I the 
29th annual meeting of the 
Oklahoma division of the 
American Cancer Society.

NEW YORK, N.Y. — Food 
chemist Richard H. Leet is 
pioneering a nutritional fron¬ 
tier. 

1-eet is president of Amoco 
Foods, the first U.S. company 
to develop an enriched food¬ 
stuff made Indirectly from pe¬ 
troleum. 

Mr a kind of yeast that 
<wn verts ethyl alcohol, a 
highly refined petroleum deri¬ 
vative, into a food supplement 
that is 53 percent pure pro¬ 
tein. 

The flourlike powder, he as¬ 
serts. “is a highly nutritional 
food additive that compares 
favorably with soy flour and 
nonfat milk solids as a ^ource 
of protein." 

Despite the high cost of oil, 
Amoco, a subsidiary of Stan¬ 
dard Oil Company (Indiana), 


is optimistic enough about the 
new product’s future to build 
a multimillion-dollar food- 
from-oil factory in eastern 
Minnesota. 

Processed indoors, and en¬ 
tirely independent of the 
weather, die factory’s yeast 
output will yield as much pro¬ 
tein as an estimated 400,000 
acres of agricultural land uti¬ 
lized to feed beef. 

If the bland-tasting powder 
does what Amoco claims it 
will — add nutritional value 
to many existing foods with¬ 
out adversely affecting flavor 
or apj>earance many food 
processors may soon be offer¬ 
ing consumers "petroleum- 
enriched” breads, meat pat¬ 
ties, snack foods, and cereals.

Besides Amoco, at least 
eight companies in six nations, 
expect to be making some 
form of factory-produced pro- 
lein for animal or human use 
by 1980, according to Food 
Engineering magazine. 

In Europe, oil and chemical 
companies such as British Pe¬ 
troleum, Royal Dutch-Shell, 
and Imperial Chemical Indus¬ 
tries are taking the lead in 
developing technology for 
mass production of single- 
cell proteins (SCP), a generic 
term that encompasses many 
kinds of yeasts, molds, and 
bacteria. 

Like Amoco, the European 
firms employ a complex fer¬ 
mentation process in which 
selected hydrocarbons such as 
menthanol or paraffin waxes 
are used as a key nutrient for 
breeding single-cell protein. 
In effect, the SCP is extracted 


from tiny micro-organisms 
that assimilate or “eat” the 
oil or gas nutrient. The result- 
tng powder is skimmed off, 
dried, and added to other in¬ 
gredients to make feed for 
cattle, hogs, and poultry. 

While technology for mak¬ 
ing SCP from hydrocarbons is 
well beyond the horse-and- 
buggy stage, large-scale pro¬ 
duction is still around the 
comer. Large sums of money 
will be required for petroleum 
feedstock and fermentation 
facilities, experts say.

Buzz Bomb, 
or use the newly-developed 
downrigigers. 

There are other hookups, 
like trip weights that drop off 
when a fish strikes, but you 
have to use heavier rods and 
tackle to get the weight down 
in the first place. 

You can also use regular 
planers, wire line. Pink Lady 
and Deep Six planers, but 
they all require heavier gear. 

I don ’t own a salmon rod 
heavy enough to fish a planer

Charlie puts them 
at the 40-foot mark and ad¬ 
vises that the tunnels be lined 
up with the flow of the tide 
. . . and that proved to be 
pretty sound thinking because 
on our evening return there 
were about 40 crabs in one 
pot, 30 in the other. 

He tells his secrets in How 
to Catch Crabs. 

I started this off by telling 
about the chinook we landed 
off Coal Island at 85-foot 
depth. 

"The big thing about a 
downrigger is that you can 
duplicate depths. That is why 
they get more fish,” ex¬ 
plained Charlie. 

He proved that point too. 
We reset the downriggers at 
85 feet after that first fish, 
made two circles over the 
same water and got two more 
salmon. 

Charlie thought we could 
have got more, hut darkness 
was closing in and we still 
had to pull the traps. 

Downriggers were devel¬ 
oped for the coho fishing In 
Michigan- Lake and in the 
past two or three years have 
become increasingly popular 
in these waters. There are 
several varieties on the mar¬ 
ket — some, cheaper than the 
Saltaire Scotty, which has 
been designed with several 
improvements f o r these 
waters . . . and is non-cor¬ 
rosive in salt water. 

The Scotty downrigger Is 
the only one with a horizontal 
reel which can be used on ei¬ 
ther side of the boat. It has 
an easy-to-c ontrol level 
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clutch brake which controls 
the drop. In other models you 
have to unwind the line or the 
brake is controlled by only a 
knob. The Scotty has an en¬ 
closed easy-to-read depth in¬ 
dicator which tells at a glance 
at what depth you are fishing. 
That is of major importance. 

By combining an electronic 
depth finder or fish locator 
with the downrigger you can 
keep altering the depth you 
are fishing to suit the bottom 
conditions, or to the depth the 
fish are swimming. 

This downrigger also has an 
easy clamp so the whole ap¬ 
paratus may be readily lifted 
off the boat. 

Actually the downrigger is 
Simply a gurdy-type appara¬ 
tus which takes the fishing 
line down on a trip arrange¬ 
ment, which when it releases 
when you get a fish, is free of 
all encumbrances. 

The downrigger spool holds 
hraided wire line, which is 
threaded through a pulley and 
then a seven-pound lead ball 
is attached to the end by r 
snap swivel. 

Charlie hates to play a fish 
with a flasher. So do I. 

He has come up with a com¬ 
promise. He puts the flasher 
on the downrigger. He atta¬ 
ches five feet of 100-pound 
test leader, a few inches up 
from the lead ball, and then 
ties the rolling flasher the 
likes Abe and AJ flashers, 
but Colegrave uses Hot Spots) 
to the leader. 

Then three or four feet up 
from the flasher leader a spe¬ 
cial Saltaire release clip, 
which is really a Harrison 
Tripper modified for easier 
use with a downrigger, is 
used to attach the rod line to 
the downrigger setup. 

Fifteen-pound test line is 
Ideal for dowmrigger fishing 
and use 12 to 15 feet of line 
from release clip to lure, 
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usually large Strip Teaser 
when fishing with Charlie. 

Then you have a two line 
setup. The downrigger to take 
the line down and a rod in a 
rod holder a foot or so behind, 
or ahead of the downrigger. 

Charlie tells all about it in 
his How To Catch Salmon, 
Advanced Techniques, which 
tells the secrets he has 
learned in a number' of years 
of concentrated fishing on this 
coast. 

Make the downrigger pull 
the line off the rod and you 
won’t get a belly in the line,” 
Bruce advises. 

The indicator on the 
downrigger tells the depth you 
are fishing. 

I found the hardest thing to 
get used to in downrigger 
fishing was to watch the 
downrigger tip instead of the 
fishing rod tip. 

The downrigger tip jiggles 
slightly, even with a small 
grilse on, but the rod doesn’t 
go until the fish pulls the re¬ 
lease clip free. 

Charlie and Bruce like to 
fish with a fairly tight release 
clip, so it takes a fair size fish 
lo free it. For smaller fish 
they simply pull up hard on 
the rod to release the clip. 

“It is better to trip from the 
boat than to have too many 
false alarms with weed,” 
Charlie said. 

You can set two lines on one 
downrigger to fish a variety 
of depths. 

One thing I found out quick¬ 
ly was that there is never a 
dull moment when fishing 
with a downrigger. You get 
plenty of bottom fish and you 
are constantly changing the 
depth to suit conditions . . . 
and all the time you know ex¬ 
actly what depth you are fish¬ 
ing. 

Charlie gudges his fishing 
speed by the angle of the 
downrigger line. He figures he 
loses about 10 per cent of his 
depth while trolling. 

The downrigger acts as a 
weed catcher, which saves 
hauling in lines too often. 

Maximum angle of the line 
is near the surface. Then the 
weight drops vertically. 

Charlie advises to trip the 
line before bringing up die 
downrigger weight. Then the 
bait drifts up like in strip cast¬ 
ing. "Get the lead ball in 
first. The fish aren’t going to 
strike it,” he says. 

Fish along the edge of reefs 
to get fish, he advises. 

He is qualified to tell how . 
From Aug. 13 to Oct. 27 this 
year, in 33 trips with 
members of his salmon fish¬ 
ing night school classes, he 
produced 194 salmon, or an 
average of six a trip. He only 
had two skunks.

It was a year ago. I had 
been invited to Los Angeles to 
demonstrate the proud and 
proper act of carving turkey 
on the Dinah Shore Show. I 
was fantastic. At least I was 
fantastic up (to the point when 
Dinah said: “Merle, you’re 
fantastic! You make it look so 
easy, but you go so fast I’m 
always afraid you’ll cut yotu> 
self!” 

At just that point —»I DID! 
It was just a nick and I doubt 
that most viewers even no¬ 
ticed. And I tucked the 
wounded thumb under a wing 
and continued unflinchingly — 
the show must go on! 

Carving is a show, a per¬ 
formance, an art. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it has become almost 
a lost art. Most turkeys are 
carved unceremoniously in 
the kitchen instead of “centre 
stage” on the din in room 
table. In hopes of getting 
more of you “into the act” 
this holiday season, I offer the 
following (but take your time 
— don’t cut yourself!): 

You will get off to a much 
better start if you let the tur¬ 
key “rest” for about 20 min¬ 
utes after it comes from the 
oven before carrying it on 
stage. You will need, in addi¬ 
tion to the platter or carving 
board upon which the turkey 
makes a grand entrance, a 
smaller platter or board as 
well as a serving platter. It is 
impossible to play a great 
scene without the proper stag¬ 
ing. 

You will need, of course, a 
carving set. It doesn’t have to 
be a fancy one; it doesn’t 
even have to have stag horn

handles; but the knife does 
need to be sharp. If that fancy 
set you got as a wedding gift 
doesn't have a sharp knife, 
just use the fancy fork and 
£teel and for the knife substi¬ 
tute a good sharp one from 
the kitchen. Remember, the 
play’s the thing. 

Position the turkey in front 
of you so that the legs are 
pointing to your right. Before 
you begin, run the blade of 
the knife across the steel a 
few times. It probably doesn’t 
need it, but it’s a great way to 
begin the act, a little like a 
drum roll. 

Always carve first that side 
nearest the audience. Re¬ 
member, this is “show biz” 
and the people want to see 
what you're doing. 

(1) First, remove the drum¬ 
stick. Cut down between the 
thigh and the body and, with 
the fork, push the leg out¬ 
ward so you can find and 
sever the joint that connects 
the thigh to the back bone. 

(2) Remove the drumstick 
to the smaller platter and sep¬ 
arate the legs from the thigh. 
Carve both into slices as uni¬ 
form as possible, parallel to 
the bone. 

(3) Next, make a horizontal 
“base” cut deep into the 
breast at the point where the 
wing is attached. Press down 
on the wing tip to find the 
joint and sever the wing. Re¬ 
move to the smaller platter 
and divide into smaller por¬ 
tions at the joints. 

(4) Now comes the finale — 
carving the breast. Before be¬ 
ginning, you might want to 
give your self another “drum 
roll,” so sharpen your already 
sharp knife one more time, 
then, with the faric firmly 
planted to steady the bird, 
start carving the breast into 
thin slices, beginning about 
halfway up and carving down 
to the “base” cut made when 
you removed the wing. 

If you have your act to¬ 
gether, the slices should fall 
neatly away from the bird. 
Arrange both light and dark 
meat, along with some of the 
stuffing if there is any, on the 
serving platter 1 for passing to 
ybur guests. 

Carve enough for, but only 
enough for, a single generous 
serving per person. Nothing is 
dryer than dry turkey and it 
keeps much better on the car¬ 
cass. When more is needed, 
you’ll be called on for an en¬ 
core.

Based on a “realistic” es¬ 
timate of mass transit use, a 
switch from transportation by 
private car will only cut en¬ 


ergy demand by I per cent in 
1990, although savings will be 
higher in areas such as 
Toronto, Montreal and Van¬ 
couver. SleigH said. 

The greatest energy sav¬ 
ings, Sleigh said, can be made 
by improving the design and 
reducing the weight of private 
automobiles. 

Increased vehicle weights 
resulting from tougher safety 
standards have meant a 7 per 
cent penalty in gasoline usage 
in the last five years, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Buses and train systems get 
their best fuel economy when 
operating with full loads, he 
added, but their energy costs 
are very high when operated 
outside of peak-usage periods. 

Seventy per cent of all en¬ 
ergy in Canada. Sleigh said, 
is used for transportation and 
private cars consume 80 per 
cent of that. 


Forests could easily provide 
for all of the world’s energy 
demands, B.C. Resources 
Minister Robert Williams said 
Saturday. 

Williams told an energy 
conference sponsored by the 
Greater Victoria Environ¬ 
mental Centre that 10 per 
cent of the annual growth of 
world forests could supply all 
of the world’s energy de¬ 
mands. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s wood-chip legislation 
being considered in the Legis¬ 
lature will force forest compa¬ 
nies to use “waste” forest 
products that are now being 
left on the forest floor and 
burnt as slash. 

The act will raise the price 
of wood chips and make it 
uneconomical for companies 
to leave lumber wastes un¬ 
processed. 

The waste of wood in B.C. is 
“profligate.” Williams said. 

He also defended the NDF* 
government’s two-year record 
in dealing with environmental 
problems. 

Environmental studies are 
now being done on a scale 
unheard of under Social Cred¬ 
it, he said. 

Transit services were a de¬ 
clining operation in B.C. 
Hydro when the NDP c ame to 
power, he said, but transit ex¬ 


penditures have now In¬ 
creased to $22 million from 
the $2 million spent by the 
previous government in 1972. 

B.C. Hydro is now looking 
at alternative sources of en¬ 
ergy, he said, and has 
changed its rate structure to 
make large companies pay 
more for power so they will 
cut their demand.

When it was first an¬ 
nounced, some time ago, that 
Victoria Operatic Society 
would present Man of v l4i 
Mancha as its winter produc¬ 
tion I was, frankly, scared to 
death. 

How on earth, I wondered, 
could a company with a back¬ 
ground of standard popular 
musical shows, musical come¬ 
dies, operettas, hope to tackle 
anything as different, as 
challenging, as La Mancha? 

The worries were eased 
somewhat after a chat with 
director Alan Purdy and one 
or two members of his cast. 
It’s safe to say they were 
erased after watching a re¬ 
hearsal very recently which 
w'as full run - through in se¬ 
quence. 

Man of La Mancha has the 
potential to be one of VOS’s- 
finest productions. There is no 
way I am going to tell here 
what happens, bdt I will say 
that in Ihe lead roles VOS and 
POrdy have come up with 
prizes. 

Colin Skinner plays Don 
Quixote, and Jim Leard his 
faithful squire Sancho. Janie 
Woods-Morris has the de¬ 
manding role of Aldonza, the 
somewhat scruffy inn-girl 
whom Don Quixote sees only 
as “the lovely Lady Dul- 
cinea.” 

Backing them up is a group 
of performers, almost all VOS 
stalwarts, in a bewildering 
but gratifying array of parts 
and providing some beautiful¬ 
ly solid male choruses.

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Scholars delve 
into exploration 
of North America 


THE EXPLORATION OF NORTH AMERICA 1630-1776, by 
W. P. C uniming, S. HUlier, D. B. Quinn, G. Williams; 
McClelland and Stewart; 273 pp., 400 illustrations; $30.

An assemblage of Scholars such as those who have con¬ 
tributed to this magnificent volume might seem intimidating. 
Have no fear, for they speak with the common tongue and 
their flowing prose unfolds a story of particular interest to 
everyone who lives In North America. They explain what 
might be obscure; they use a minimum of footnotes (those 
mainly for sources of quotations); they entice the reader ever 
on. 

This is an expensive book but might be considered as sev¬ 
eral volumes combined. There is the informative, carefully 
researched text; there are a grad, many contemporary illus¬ 
trations, some in color; there are excerpts from books and 
documents that would not be available 1o most people; there 
are many historic maps, with sufficient clear modern maps 
added to orientate the reader. 

Besides North American sources, material has been 
gleaned from England, France, Spain, Ireland, Switzerland, 
and U.S.S.R. It is the skilful integration of these diverse 
aspects of the explorers’ activities and records that give the 
book its fascination. 

★ it ★ 

Old maps are full of interest. They must necessarily be 
considerably reduced for inclusion, but the explanatory cap¬ 
tion by the authors compensate for occasional illegibility and 
point out peculiarities in the cartography. Similarly, captions 
to«the illustrations extend and complement the essays. First 
maps, when they were not lost, were often treated with 
secrecy, especially by Russia and Spain, and did not become 
available until the present century. 

Even when available, their inaccuracies could draw 
scathing comment from other explorers, as James Cook's 
about a German map purporting to show Russian discoveries 
which misled him in the north Pacific: “A map that the most 
illiterate of his (Stahlini illiterate Sea faring men would have 
been ashamed to put his name to.” 

Cook's voyage of 1778 is the only incident that exceeds 
ihe period of the book which otherwise ranges to the time of 
the American Revolution. 

This is a logical conclusion to the chapter on the Pacific 
coast where Russians from the north and Spaniards from the 
south "slowly groped their way towards each other, although 
the final leap across the gap which still lay between them in 
the 1772 was made by an Englishman, James Cook.” An 
early map (Pallas, 1780) indeed names the gap "Cook Strait" 
but at Cook's insistence it became permanently Bering Strait. 

An introduction by Professor Quinn touches on explora¬ 
tions made before 1630 when "Portuguese and Spaniards, 
guided by Italians, hotly pursued by French, English and 
Dutch, spilled out . . . over the newly accessible sea and land 
surfaces of the earth.” He further comments on methods of 
travel by land and by water in America, giving credit to the 
Indians for their too often unacknowledged aid and guidance. 

There follow chapters, each accompanied by contem¬ 
porary accounts, on exploration from the eastern shores, 
progressing slowly because of terrain, difficulties of travel, 
and the need to maintain compact protective settlements, and 
sometimes balked by Indians. The implication that the Iro¬ 
quois (p. 35) were not an agricultural people is not altogether 
in accord with their fairly permanent villages and crops 
though they also had extensive hunting grounds. 

Encouragement to settlers was "stressed by the promot¬ 
ers who frequently portrayed New England as an irresistible 
combination of the Garden of Eden before the Fall and the 
Promised Land of the Israelites” but there were drawbacks. 

* ★ ★ 

Settlers were too busy establishing themselves to be ex¬ 
plorers; traders and adventurers, and missionaries were 
more interested in travelling and making contact with Indian 
peoples. A great deal of American exploration was attributa¬ 
ble to the missionaries, Jesuit, Sulpician, Recollets, and 
Franciscan. — 

Then there are chapters on penetration from the north by 
way of Hudson Bay; Spanish and French explorations of the 
southwest; the Pacific coast where Spaniards, Russians and 
English tussled. 

Here are the stories of men who made great .iourneys 
across the praries and the barrens, taveiling with only In¬ 
dian companions for years at a time; of the French probing 
south to the Gulf of Mexico; of the Spanish missionaries 
trudging north from Mexico to reach California and Utah; of 
sailors on the west coast. Extracts from their own journals 
bring vivid reality to their experiences. 

Not forgotten are the naturalists. Early depictions of 
animals are often amusing, based on hearsay rather than 
sight. Eighteenth century naturialists wandered for and be¬ 
sides notes from some of their books many of their fine draw¬ 
ings of birds and plants are reproduced, often in color. 

The volume is completed with a chronology which pro¬ 
vides easy reference to the appropriate chapters (each writ¬ 
ten by a secialist in that particular area), a list of illusra- 
tions, a good index, and a bibliography. The last is somewhat 
difficult to read but one appreciates that it is compressed so 
that space may be given to the body of the book. 

This is a valuable qnd fascinating book. One could only 
wish that it were within the purchasing power of many 
readers. Requests at libraries would be well worth while. 



Bormann mystery solved 


AFTERMATH, bv Izidislas Farago; Simon acid Schuster — 
distributed in Canada by Musson; 479 pp, illustrated; $12.50.

This is the brilliantly written, fully documented, 
absorbingly interesting account of an exceptional 
man’s successful attempt to discover what happened 
to Martin Bormann. Hitler’s chief aide, after he left 
his fuhrer’s bunker in Berlin following Hitler’s suicide 
and the collapse of the Third Reich. 


Both Pope Paul VI (above) 
and tile late Evita Peron 
(below) assisted Bormann. 
The former helped him to 
escape, and the latter was 
trustee for the immense 
Nazi treasure. 



There has been endless 
speculation about the fate of 
Hitler’s secretary, the Reich- 
leiter who was head of the 
Nazi Party chancery, the man 
who was condemned to death 
in absentia at Nuremburg. 
There need be no further 
speculation. Bormann, now' 
74, is alive and well in Argen¬ 
tina. And that’s a fact. 

The elderly Farago, a cou¬ 
rageous and resourceful man, 
has traced Bormann’s as¬ 
tonishing escape route from 
Germany to South America, 
has unmasked his activities 
since then and, to crown it all, 
has managed to meet his 
quarry face to face and talk 
with him. 

The Bormann controversy 
has oaptured the attention of 
the world’s press from time to 
time since 1945 and it is likely 
to do so again now that Fara¬ 
go has revealed his hiding 
place, the actual travel docu¬ 
ments with which he travelled 
to South America and 
changed his identity, the 
record of his medical treat¬ 
ments, and his private diaries 
and writings. 

Aftermath is far more than 
a recital of Bormann facts; it 
is a much bigger and more 


amazing story — for Farago, 
with his flair for research and 
historical investigation (re¬ 
member his The Game of the 
Foxes?), has unearthed the 
complex and dangerous con¬ 
spiracy that led thousands of 
Nazi fugitives to South Ameri¬ 
ca and still protects them 
there, and their fantastic life 
in a part of the New World 
they have transformed into a 
"Fourth Reich.” 

The cast of characters in* 
eludes General Heinrich Mull¬ 
er, the sinister and mysteri¬ 
ous Gestapo chief; Dr. Josef 
Mengele, the infamous doctor 
at Auschwitz: Klaus Barbie, 
the sadistic Gestapo chief of 
Lyons; and Friedrich 
Schwend, Hitler’s master 
forger. 

We also meet Herbert 
Cukurs and Franz Stangl, the 
thugs who specialized in the 
attempt to exterminate the 
Jews: and a host of lesser- 
known Nazis-in-e.\ile, police 
spies, businessmen, informers 
and conspirators. 

Fargo also details how 
Hitler’s vast fortune (most of 
it stolen from murdered 
Jews) found its way to South 
America with the help of 
Evita Peron! Juan Peron and 



his wife took three-quarters of 
the treasure for their owrt use 
as payment for granting 
asylum, but the remaining 
quarter was large enough for 
Bormann to create a complex 
financial empire and so be¬ 
come the undisputed leader of 
all Nazis-in-exile. 

Apart from Peron’s sordid 
complicity, and the subse¬ 
quent protection freely afford¬ 
ed by other South American 
dictatorial regimes, perhaps 
the most sickening revelation 
in this book is the documented 
proof of the Vatican’s crucial

role in aiding the wanted 
Nazis to escape retribution. 

The man behind it all was 
Bishop Hudal, a German or 
Austrian (both countries 
claim him as a native son) 
priest who passionately be¬ 
lieved that Nazism was the 
Church’s most powerful weap¬ 
on against the "godless 
Marxism” of Russia. 

Hudal had an "in” at the 
Vatican. He was brought 
there by his old friend'Eugen¬ 
io Pacelli. former Papal Nun¬ 
cio in Germany and later 
Pope Pius XII, whose hatred 
of communism inspired Hudal 
to embrace Nazism. 

Hudal’s immediate boss 
was Monsigpor Giovanni Bal- 
tista Montini, who was in 


c harge of the day-to-day con¬ 
duct of the Vatican’s interna¬ 
tional affairs. More impor¬ 
tant, he was also responsible 
for issuing travel documents 
’and welfare to refugees. 

Hudal, with Montini’s con¬ 
currence, set up an elaborate 
escape route for fugitive 
Nazis, using monasteries as 
staging posts (Bormann posed 
as a priest and is known to 
have conducted mass and of¬ 
ficiated at weddings!) and is¬ 
suing hundreds of travel docu¬ 
ments to wanted men under 
faked nkmes. 

Farago comments, with 
barely suppressed contempt: 
"It seems that the Vatican 
authorities today are uneasy 
about their predecessors’ in¬ 
discriminate g c n e r o slty. 
which benefited even people 
with prior guilt of the murder 
of thousands. They are, more¬ 
over, embarrased by the 
fact that the Monsignor Mon¬ 
tini, under whose authority 
this wholesale aid was given, 
is the Pope today.” 

The guilt for allowing these 
evil men to escape and 
flourish must also be shared 
by the German authorities, 
who consistently, and seem¬ 
ingly deliberately, refused to 
act against the fugitive Nazis 
when this was still possible, 
even when faced with incon¬ 
trovertible proof of their exis- 
t e n c e and even their 
addresses. The Germans have 
closed the files on Bormann 
and many others. They are of¬ 
ficially dead.. 

The Bormann story may ap¬ 
pear to be dead to the Ger¬ 
mans, but it won’t lie down. 
Now, with the publication of 
Aftermath with its fully docu¬ 
mented disclosures, public- 
opinion may compel a reluc¬ 
tant Bonn to act. The coura¬ 
geous and brilliant work of 
Ladislas Farago deserves no 
less. 


LOOK AT THE HARLEQUINS! by Vladimir Nabokov; 
McGraw- Hill; 253 pp.; $8.95.

In his latest offering, the Irrepressible Vladimir Nabokov 
mixes fact with fancy to bring us yet another pseudo-au 
tobiography that finds Mm seeking progressively younger 
wives as he grows older, struggling to produce novels so he 
can cat. banging his head on the Intellectual stone walls of a 
small Americ an college and endeavoring to cope with what 
he thinks is his Incipient insanity. 

He c an leap from the role of rampant billy goat to dod¬ 
dering hypochondriac- within the space of a paragraph. The 
love scenes are hilarious without being risque — at least by 
today’s standards. 

His difficulty in coping with spatial Imagery in his 
daydreams (which he assumes signal shis mental doom) may 
sound farcical and deserving of a yawn. Not so. This thread, 
which is woven neatly throughout the book, will give anyone 
pause for thought, and even provide the reader with a mental 
“parlor game.” 

Life may not begin at 70, yet at 75 Nabokov has proven 
that he still has his full share of writing skill, poetic imagina¬ 
tion and a sense of humor. Above all, he can nail to the page 
the comical aspects of life even in its darker moments. 

Born in Russia of wealthy parents, Nabokov was forced 
after the Revolution to become a struggling emigre writer In 
Paris and London. In 1940 he settled in the United States and 
achieved, at last, a beautiful working relationship with the 
English language. 

With so many writers today seemingly just rearranging 
each others words and ideas, it is always a treat to read a 
book by an author who brings to English, his adopted tongue, 
a refreshing new style. 

He is perhaps still most famous on tills side of the Atlan¬ 
tic for his book Inlita. Look at the Harlequins’., like all of Ids 
recent work. Is not another Lolita. It Is broader in scope and 
the characters arc painted in sharp, brilliant strokes. Not the 
least of them is the author himself in his patchwork harlequin 
♦“costume.” 

The highlights of this book are the vignettes of life — his 
visit to his prospective bride’s home, his resignation from the 
college and Ids abortive trip to Russia. The latter Is a todr de 
force complete with devious schemes to acquire a send- 
authentic passport, fisticuffs with a third rate secret agent, 
and a comical description of a dull and inefficent Russian 
hotel. 

Nabokov’s tendency to Slavic introspection intrudes a lit-

It is the story of a beautiful 
young girl who. in her last 
months in high school is made 
pregnant during her sole in¬ 
discretion with the uhtutored 
general handyman on her fa¬ 
ther’s farm. 


Feeling unable to tell her 
narrow-minded Irish, father or 
her self-contained, remote En¬ 
glish mother, the girl confides 
in her male English teacher 
who is anxious that his star 
pupil go through with her pro¬ 
jected year in Europe. He 
suggests abortion, an unac¬ 
ceptable thought — then. 

Without telling another soul, 
not even the person responsi¬ 
ble,. the girl manages to keep 
her secret from *mily and 
friends and eventually depart 
for England where she stays 
with her mother’s parents for 
two months and then, instead 
of going to the continent, 
moves to London to wait out 
her pregnancy. 

She then returns to Canada 
unencumbered, a young 
woman matured by frighten¬ 
ing experiences, yet ready to 
embrace life anew. 

★ ★ ★ 

The girl, a thoroughly be¬ 
lievable and endearing char¬ 
acter, gains our sympathy at 
the start and never loses it. 
The Canadian scenes leave lit¬ 
tle or nothing "to be desired. 


embittered old shrew who has 
a love-hate relationship with 
the girl who represents, in 
brains and beauty, the never- 
forgiven daughter who emi¬ 
grated to Canada without a 
single backward glance. 

The squalor of the grand¬ 
parent’s house, with its elder¬ 
ly, sleazy lodgers; the mind- 
deadening atmosphere of the 
filthy, soul-destroying slum;

This has been 
achieved by sticking to the 
story-line, by resisting digres¬ 
sions, and never striving for 
effect.

Which, I regret, is more 
than I say for the efforts of 
the finalists in this first Alber¬ 
ta contest; Breakaway, by Ce¬ 
celia Frey; and Lonesome 
Hero, by Fred Stenson. 

The first is about a family 
homesteading in northern Al¬ 
berta in the Thirties, and the 
other concerns a youth in a 
southern Alberta farming 
community who is one of the 
mixed-up breed, reluctant to 
face up to the reality of life.

I have no doubt that both

What young people usually 
fail to realize — and only time 
can teach them is that a 
"distance" is required to pro¬ 
duce one’s best work, in any 
field of expression. To be too 
detached robs__the work of 
force and conviction, but to be 
too engaged means that undis¬ 
ciplined feelings ruin control 
of the subject.

To feel passionately about a 
subject is the worst time to 
write about it because emo¬ 
tional heat must be cooled to 
be effective. *> 

Most aspiring writers (judg¬ 
ing by the unsolicited manu¬ 
scripts I receive) imagine 
that because their work is 
"sincere" and strongly felt, it 
must have artistic merit. The 
reverse is usually true. While 
a good work must be sincere, 
a sincere work is not neces¬ 
sarily good. And the stronger 
the feeling at the time of writ¬ 
ing, the worse the artistic ef¬ 
fect is likely to be.

Far be from me to stifle 
budding talent, but Cecelia 
Frey of Calgary, and Fred 
Stenson of Twin Butte, might 
benefit from acceptarftfe of 
the fact that while skilful 
mastery of emotion, not sub¬ 
jection to it, marks the true 
professional, self-expression 
without self-discipline is the 
unrealizable goal of the ama¬ 
teur.

It’s a book that should be 
required reading for anyone 
journeying along the West 
Coast Lifesaving Trail today. 
The illustrations, by the au¬ 
thor’s daughter Susan, are 
good — thoroughly evocative 


of the coastline's alluring and 
often savage grandeur. 

If many of Scott’s stories 
might have been told in slack 
hours of lightstations, those of 
Ludditt were the substance 
for satisfying evenings spent 
around campfires in the 
country around Barkerville. 
His love of the land, like 
Scott's, is deep and abiding. 

He draws from the lode of 
mining lore since the Cariboo 
gold rush, and from his own 
experiences as a prospector, 
especially during the ’Depres¬ 
sion years. 

Here, it’s interesting to note 
that Ludditt and his friends 
were sustained in the 1930s‘by 
the same optimism ' with 
which they regarded their 
placer leases — always there 
was the hope of striking it 
rich. 

One of Ludditt’s most 
memorable tales, however, 
has nothing to do with snow- 
shoeing in the high mountains 
or the murder of Oregon 
Jack. 

It centres on his own escape 
from death in a burning air¬ 
craft on a 1940 civilian flight 
from Vancouver to. Zeballos. 
That’s one worthy of any book 
on the history of aviation in 
British Columbia. - LESLIE

LONDON, Ont. (CP) — The 
crown finished presentation of 
its case in the murder trial of 
Peter Demeter Saturday. 

Demeter, 41, a wealthy 
builder from Mississauga, 
Ont., is accused of hiring 
someone to kill his wife, 
Christine, in July, 1973. 

So far in the nine-week 
trial, the crown has called 
scores of witnesses to back its 
allegations that Demeter had 
his wife killed in order to 
marry Austrian model Marina 
Hundt and collect $1.1 million 
in insurance money. 

Almost the first month of 
the trial was taken up with 
closed voir dire sessions on 
the admissibility of evidence. 

The crown’s case was 
based, to a large extent, on a 
series of tape-recorded con¬ 
versations between Demeter 
and Csaba Szilagyi, a long¬ 
time friend of the accused. 

Szilagyi was working for the 
police shortly after the 
murder and used a body-pack 
tape recorder to monitor sev¬ 
eral conversations between 
himself and Dem^ter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Federal officials said Satur¬ 
day thousands of Americans 
in 30 states may have lost, 
their life savings in a multi- 
million-dollar “Ponzi” scheme 
involving coins and silver 
bricks. 

"Some farmers in Kansas 
a/id Iowa mortgaged their 
farms to buy $70,000 and 
$80,000 in silver they never 
received,” a federal official 
near the investigation said. 
“These are people who netfer 
put money into anything ex¬ 
cept a bank or a savings and 
loan association.” 

A Ponzi scheme is a pyra¬ 
mid swindle in which money 
from new investors is used to 
pay off earlier investors. It is 
named for Charles Ponzi, a 
Boston swindler who offered 
10 cents for one-cent postal 
coupons in the 1920s. 

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission has filed 
charges against four coin and 
silver dealers in Utah and Co¬ 
lorado. The SEC is still inves¬ 
tigating the biggest alleged 
fraud involving the Western 
Pacific Gold and Silver Ex¬ 
change Corp. of Nevada, 
which has branch offices in 30 
states. 

Authorities in Arizona. Co¬ 
lorado, Indiana, Oregon and 
Minnesota have shut down 
Western Pacific offices in 
their states. In Louisiana, the 
company’s two top officers re¬ 
signed. Telephones were not 
answered in the office* of 
Louisville, Ky., Cincinnati, 
and Columbus, Ohio, and Al¬ 
bany and Syracuse, N.Y. 

Western Pacific is a year- 
old company founded by self- 
proclaimed millionaire James 
R. Houston, 28, an unsuccess¬ 
ful candidate for governor of 
Nevada on a minority party 
ticket. Houston said he raised 
$500,000 for his campaign on 
bank loans secured by his 
Western Pacific stock.

‘'Outlawing strikes means 
long stoppages of work ’ 


Compulsory arbitration is 
an "inadequate unworkable” 
substitute for the right to 
strike, a B.C. union leader 
told the Civil Service Associa¬ 
tion of Ontario at its annual 
meeting Saturday in Toronto. 

"Outlawing strikes invaria¬ 
bly results in more and longer 
work stoppages because of the 
destructive effect on the col¬ 
lective bargaining process," 
said John Fryer, general sec¬ 
retary of the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees’ Union. 

He said legislation outlaw¬ 
ing strikes by public em¬ 
ployees mkaes as much sense 
as a Jaw saying that Canada 
shall have Florida’s climate, 


and orange groves shall 
flourish around Hudson Bay. 

He told the Toronto meeting 
there have been no strikes by 
B.C.’s provincial employees 
since they became legally en¬ 
titled to go on strike more 
than a year ago. 

"In the years before the 
new legislation became effec¬ 
tive, there were frequent ille¬ 
gal work stoppages and wild¬ 
cat strikes by provincial em- I 
ployees in B.C.,” he said. 

"Public employees will pul 
up with intolerable wages and 
working conditions for only so 
long. They reach a point 
where they say ‘to hell with | 


the law' and walk off the 
job.” 

Fryer said CSAO members 
are "close to the breaking 
point and are ready to say ‘to 
hell with Ontario’s Crown 
Employees’ Collective Bar¬ 
gaining Act’” because it de¬ 
nies them a choice between 
the right to strike or volun¬ 
tary arbitration to settle dis¬ 
putes.

Juvenile 
Depravity 

Reigned 


/ went back to 1874 
the other day—and again 
I saw that there is really 
nothincj^tver very new. 
Life seems to be the same 
old story, over and over 
again. 

Why, just read this, a Colonist 
editorial of 100 years ago: ‘Juvenile 
Depravity — In the police court, on 
Friday last, a comer of the veil was 
lifted, giving the public a peep at a 
social monster growing up, and fat¬ 
tening, in our midst. 

“To observant, law-abiding citi¬ 
zens, it could have been so secret 
that the moral tone of young Vic¬ 
toria is very far from what it should 
be. “Boys not out of their teens — 
nay, boys not into their teens, in¬ 
dulge in all the vices of rascality. 

“The bleared eye, the hard, pre¬ 
maturely old expression of counte¬ 
nance, the listless, shuffling gait, the 
cigar in the mouth, the oath on the 
lips, the fumes of alcohol on the 
breath, are the too-frequent evi¬ 
dences that the boy in years, and in 
all the better attainments, has be¬ 
come a man in all that is bad. 

“Youth has withered ere it 
bloomed! 

‘The physical system is sapped, 
rapped in the early frosts of crime, 
is blistered and withered, and the 
seeds of death, moral and physical, 
promise an abundant harvest. 

“On our streets, night and day, is 
this caricature to be met there. 

“Enter the drinking saloon, and 
you will find it there. 

“Look into the gambling dens, 
and you will find it raging there, If 
you can see through the smoke. 

“In haunts that shall be nameless 
it is to be foundTsearing in flaming 
immorality. 

“To parents we appeal — and if 
to them we appeal in vain, then 
must appeal be made to the police? 

• ‘We would not desire to make 
the charge more sweeping, the pic¬ 
ture more general than the facts 
warrant; but we feel it to be our 
duty, and it is among the most pain¬ 
ful duties of the journalist, to draw 
attention to the fact that there exisls 
in this community a nest of juvenile 
depravity such us we have attempt¬ 
ed to describe, which if not rooted 
out, will inevitably so taint our 
moral atmosphere as to render Vic¬ 
toria unfit to raise families in. 

“One bad boy makes many, one 
false step leads to another; and 
when one finds boys scarcely in 
' their teens trying their hands at 
“garroting” it is terrible to think 
how rapidly these steps do follow- 
each other. 

“The evil to which we refer has 
now attained such alarming propor¬ 
tions and assumed such a malignant 
type as to become a public question 
demanding the attention of the Mag¬ 
istrate, the Clergy and the Press. 

“We appeal to parents to make 
an effort to save their children, if 
they have unhappily already entered 
the fatal circle of this whirlpool of 
vice, or, if they have not entered, to 
shield them from the baneful influ¬ 
ence of those whose ways are the 
ways of Ignominious Death and 
Scorching HelL” 
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“We appeal to the churches; and 
to all good people in this community 
to consider whether some concerted, 
united effort cannot be put forth to 
improve the moral tone, and save 
the young of Victoria.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Well, all I can say is that there 
are many people in the Victoria of 
today who are saying the same 
thing about the youth of Victoria in 
this year of 1974. 

I find other Colonist items of 1874 
throw some light on the Victoria of a 
century ago: 

“Dr. Haskill — This eccentric 


gentlema 0 delivered last evening a 
public Jecture at the Alhambra, a 
lecture abounding in wit, sarcasm 
and incident. 

“He has been everywhere and 
has seen a deal of life among the 
dev otees of Thespia and habituees of 
the saw-dust ring. 

“Some of his stories, if not all, 
are very good. 

“The doctor is a strong teeto¬ 
taller, and portrayed, in eloquent 
terms, the baneful effects of drink. 

“Assisted by a very pretty young 
lady, he gave a few illustrations of

mesmerism, psychology and ventril¬ 
oquism, which convulsed the large 
audience with laughter. 

“Many of our. most respectable 
citizens were present.” 

★ ★ ★ 

I always enjoy the way the news¬ 
paper noted, on some occasions, that 
“respectable citizens” were present. 

I can only gather that at many 
public events in the Victoria of long 
ago there were often present citizens 
w ho w ere not respectable. 

A noted citizen, in 1874 was help¬ 


ing give Victoria a go-ahead appear¬ 
ance : 3 

“Duck's carriage factory — The 
handsome stone building on Johnson 
Street, just erected by Simeon Duck 
Esq., M.P.P. is the most complete 
structure of the kind in this prov¬ 
ince. 

- “It is two stories in height, is 
substantially built of cough stone, 
with cut stone facings. 

“The interior is divided into 
storeroom, wheelright shop, and 
smithy on the first floor, and a de¬ 
corating room on the second floor, 


with a carriageway leading from the 
yard. 

“On the west side runs a spa¬ 
cious alley-way through which com¬ 
munication is had with the smithy, 
and rear portion of the building. 

“The structure is massive and 
handsome, the front elevation im¬ 
posing, the whole arrangement very 
high creditable to architect Thomas 
Trounce, the builders, and the 
owner, who is one of our most en¬ 
terprising and far-seeing citizens.” 

Simeon Duck was a politician, 
and for a period was British Colum¬ 
bia Minister of Finance.

He had a son, William, who mar¬ 
ried Miss North, and they had a 
daughter who married Mr. South. 

The following frustrates me., be¬ 
cause no names are mentioned: 

“Down a well — Truth is said to 
lie at the bottom of a well; but yes¬ 
terday a man and woman lay in the 
bottom of a well on Fisgard Street, 
and came within an inch of being 
drowned. 

“They were skylarking in the 
yard. 

“She ran, and he ran after her. 


“She fell into an open well, and 
he jumped in after her. 

“Someone was peeking at them 
through the bushes in the neighbor¬ 
ing garden, and ran and alarmed 
other neighbors, who rushed over 
with ropes and then, with some 
trouble and expenditure of much 
muscle, hoisted them both to the 
surface, they, naturally enough, 
looking considerably sheepish. 

“The woman had swallowed 
more water than was good for her. 
and was quite exhausted, and ex¬ 
tremely pale and embarrassed, but 
the man did not seem to mind ihe 
ducking one little bit.” 

I’d like to know who those two 
were, and who was the Peeping 
Tom? 

In 1874 one of the most distin¬ 
guished citizens of British Columbia, 
and prominent resident of Victoria, 
went away on a holiday. 

The Colonist, editorially, wished 
this gentleman well, anti told the 
populace of his accomplishments: 

“Chief Justice Matthew Bailey 
Begbie will depart in a . few days 
aboard the steamer Los Angeles for 
San Francisco, en route to New 
York, from where he will take pas¬ 
sage in the Shenandoah for the At¬ 
lantic Ocean crossing to England, 
his native land. 

“He goes hence after a residence 
in this province of 16 years, during 
which period he has administered 
justice, with a fearless and impar¬ 
tial hand, without once having enjoy¬ 
ed a day’s leave of absence. 

« ★ ★ ★ 

“But if his labors have been 
incessant, the Chief Justice has the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
have been of incalculable benefit to 
this great and glorious province of 
British Columbia, the Queen prov¬ 
ince of Canada, which his Lordship 
wants to see even greater and more 
glorious, and to this end he strives 
with all the power and devotion that 
are in him. 

“When he first landed in the 
Crown Colony of British Columbia in 
1858, Mr. Begbie found among the 
early gold seekers a state of 
lawlessness entirely and utterly 
foreign to a British country, a 
lawlessness with Which California 
might put up, but ill-becoming a 
possession of Her Majesty. 

“Gambling was everywhere in 
vogue. 

“The authority of the Gold Com¬ 
missioner was openly flouted. 

“The gravest crimes were com¬ 
mitted in the broad daylight, and at 
Yale a Vigilance Committee had 
been formed to rid the place of the 
armed ruffians who held high car¬ 
nival there. 

“His Lordship at once set about 
to reform the abuses. 

“The Vigilance Committee was 
disbanded, and a few of the most 
desperate villains were caught, 
tried, convicted and punished. 

“Ruffians generally were soon 
given to understand thart if they 
transgressed the laws, their punish¬ 
ment would be swift and severe. 

“Soon the very men who thought 
it a ‘lark’ to arm themselves and in¬ 
vade a Gold Commissioner’s court, 
to insult, and, on one occasion, to 
seize the commissioner, learned that 
the man they now had to deal with 
was a man of stern and proper ma¬ 
terial, who would stand no nonsense.

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Will a Benefactor Stand Up? 


Art is for the arty. Right? Wrong. Art is for every¬ 
one, and nowhere is this more evident than at the people's 
gallery, to use one of Emily Carr's phrases, at the Carr 
Arts Society, 207 Government Street .

The Canadian Authors' Associa¬ 
tion already conducts meetings here 
on fiction and non-fiction. Ypu can 
meet people with your interests 
What's more, this is an art appreci¬ 
ation centre for children, where fifty' 
cents an hour buys a session of art 
appreciation, (conducted tours of 
galleries, film making and slide 
showings of famous paintings, etc.*, 
where parents can join their chil¬ 
dren. 

Some parents even go on vaca¬ 
tion and arrange to have their chil¬ 
dren attend the art classes. It’s not 
surprising that there is a waiting 
list. 

Your two-dollar memiershlp 
card will take you to all the centre’s 
receptions ami. as an artist or writ¬ 
er. you may find that studio space is 
available. 

However, since the provincial 
government has bought the house 
(now under the Historic Sites Board, 
department of recreation and ovi- 
servation) no one knows whether the 
Carr Arts Society will remain where 
it is or have to find other quarters 

Funding and space are the two 
main problems facing director. Bill 
Bowie, right now. 

Rom in Montreal, Bowie attended 
the Montreal art gallery as a t»y. 
returning after the Second World 
War to pursue fine arts. He studied 
with the late Arthur Lismer, one of 
Canada’s Group of seven. 

About 15 years ago. he moved 
with his wife to a farm in the Otta¬ 
wa valley. In Ottawa, he exhibited 
his paintings and organized a group 
of artists for showings. 

Like others. Bowie and his wife. 
Rosalie, came to Victoria one sum¬ 
mer on a vacation, fell in love with 
it and the climate and moved here 
They’ve been here four years. Bowie 
does not give the image of the long¬ 
haired artist; he looks more like a 
businessman and smokes a pi{*e. In 
the east, he had showings of his still 
life studies and landscapes in oils 
Now he’s painting in water colors 

“I’m not sure why that is.” says 
Bowie. “Vancouver Island attracts 
me to this; it must be the tones 

Passing by a few years ago, 
Bowie and his wife were anxious to 
see the Carr birthplace. Back rooms

Born on Dec. 12. 1871, at 207 Gov¬ 
ernment Streer Emily Carr. Cana¬ 
da’s most famous artist, grew up, 
lived, painted and wrote in this ex¬ 
ample of mid-Victorian architecture. 
Miss Carr wrote* The Book of Small 
ai>out this house. 

• T*x> bad it’s in such a state.” 


Bowie remarked "It would be a 
great place N start art classes for 
children.” 

Around that time. Bowie went to 
work for the provincial government 
in the department of education. 
Asked if he had any ideas for new 
programs. Bowie proposed a chil¬ 
dren’s art program in the Emily 
Carr house 

ft was all too simple.” says 
Bowie. “I went to see Andrew Blan- 
ev. who was chairman of the Emily 
C’arr Foundation House Committee 
for the Javcees and he agreed to my 
suggestion. A friend helped me 
clean the house up. Then we began. 
About 15 children from all over Vic¬ 
toria were my first pupils.” 

Since 19*57. when Don Ballard was 
chairman of the Javcees Centennial 
Committee, funding for renovation 
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of the Emily Carr Home has been 
shared by the Javcees and the fed¬ 
eral government. 

“We see it as a possible exten¬ 
sion of the arts and cultural aspect 
of Victoria.” said Ballard. 

Fitly thousand dollars was [*>ured 
into renewal. Then the Javcees 
added another $13,000. 

Local architect, Peter Cotton, 
partially restored the Carr house. 
Some walls were covered with 
copies of the original wallpaper, 
electric heating was installed. Victo¬ 
rian light fixtures added, a modern 
kitchen and bathroom built, and the 


front [orch had to be rebuilt. much 
of the woodwork being hand crafted. 
Blades that cut the original posts on 
the balcony disappeared frdfn the 
market scene long ago. so that they 
too. had to be des igned lie fore the 
porch could be recreated. The stair¬ 
way inside was restored. Work still 
remains to be done. 

Two tooms in the home exhibit 
mementoes of the artist's life, and 
among them are several treasures, 
such as copies of political cartoons 
Miss Carr drew for a local paper. 
The Week, big blown up photos of 
Emily in "the elephant” her 
camper, and the Alaska Journal pic¬ 
tures of her .journey north in 1907 
with sister Alice on the S.S. Princess 
Royal. Other pictures are included of 
Emily with her monkey. Woo, on 
her shoulder 


A 1912 interview in the Van- * 
cotiver Province is exhibited in a 
show-case. Miss Carr at that time 
had a studio at 14*55 West Broadway 
in Vancouver and had just returned 
from an 18-month stay in Europe. 
Bowie has collected some interesting 
souvenirs and reproductions of the 
artist's paintings are also displayed. 

In the meantime, whether or not 
the entire program of art courses, 
strata-clip lectures (which are dis¬ 
cussions series for the public by lec¬ 
turers who explain how they view r a 
particular aspect of the artsi and 
art appreciation tours will have to 
be moved elsewhere, remains a pro¬ 
vincial government matter, to be 
decided. 

One thing is certain. The Can- 
Arts Society intends to carry on. no 
matter what the outcome. So. if you 
send a two-dollar donation to 207 
Government Street, you could be 
launching the future career of a 
five-year-old Canadian. Who knows? 
Today’s young ones could be tomor- 
ro -’s great >nes 

"Purchase and restoration of 
Emily Can s birthplace at 207 Gov¬ 
ernment is a matter for art lovers 
across the country.” said a member 
of the intermunicipal committee in 
October. 19(55. ‘This is nol a matter 
for the Greater Victoria municipal- 
ites. but for art lovers everywhere,” 
said Hugh Curtis almost 10 years 
ago. 

Bowie o>ts for an Emily Can 
people's gallerv. a thriving art 
centre in the Carr birthplace, not a 
look-at museum. 

The Little Centre at 965 Yates 
Street was planned toward the end 
of Emily Carr’s life. She had always 
^wanted a people's art centre, and 
she also enjoyed teaching children 
Her refreshing ideas on children and 
art are expressed in Fresh Seeing, 
published by Clarke. Irwin in 1972, 
two addresses she gave. Her honesty 
was part of her art: in fact, some 
!>elieve there should be a saying: 
"as honest as Emily Carr.” 

Unable to artend preliminary 
meetings for the creation erf the 
Centre because of poor health, 
Emily wrote to the group. “But to 
know . that I may be with you in 
spirit, warms m\ heart.” 

In two of the modest rooms of 
Iter birthplace amidst showcases 
and memorabilia, one can almost 
sense her presence, and one feels 
too. that come what may. Bill Bowie 
is going to continue his project of a 
people’s gallery with Emily Carr’s 
SRiMt. 
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"After a few- examples had been 
made, a more wholesome afr- 
moshphere began to perv ade the 
country; the very name of Begbie 
became a terror to evildoers, and a 
shield to all law-abiding men. 

“Within a year, the whole aspect 
of affairs had changed: pistols and 
ijowieknives were no longer worn 
openly by brutalized ruffians, bent 
on murder and outrage. 

‘‘The gamblers exchanged their 
cards and dice for the implements 
of honest labor, or left the country, 
and so life and property became as 


safe as in the heart of London, while 
a feeling of security exists here that 
did not then, and does not now exist 
in any other country' on the Pacific 
Coast of North America. 

“In a great measure the reforma¬ 
tion is due to the fearless and impar¬ 
tial administration of the law by 
Chief Justice Begbie, and, we should 
be wanting in a sense of duty were 
we to refrain from expressing what 
we know to l>e the opinion of the 
whole country t •wards a fearless 
and faithful public servant and an 
able and honest judge.” 


Begbie spent several months in 
England; on his return he said he 
was glad to be back, for British 
Columbia had become home to him. 

He remained Chief Justice the 
remainder of his life. 

A bachelor, he live^l in a sprawl¬ 
ing house, in a big estate, on Collin- 
son Street. He gave tennis and cro¬ 
quet parties in summer, bachelor 
dinners in winter. 

He wore a flowing cape and was 
usually follow ed in his walks by his 
half-a-dozen dogs of all varieties. 

He shot snipe on the Pemberton 


marshlands, where Ctiandler Avenue 
is today. 

He sang in concerts and in the 
choir of St. John’s Church, and each 
Sunday, after service, walked to 
Point Ellice, for luncheon with his 
friends, the Hon. and Mrs. Peter 
O'Reilly. 

He died here in the 1890s, and lies 
buried at Ross Bay. 

By that time he was Sir Matthew 
—knighted by Queen Victoria.

MARITIME WORLD OF EXTREMES 


Voyage Starts 


By the end of April the ice had 
disappeared from the'lake and the 
channel markers and buoys were 
all in place. We were no longer ice¬ 
bound and realized if we didn't 
make a move soon we would be¬ 
come hospitality bound in Swe¬ 
den's Kristinehamn harbor. 

On May 7, 1971 we motored southwest across 
a calm Lake Vanem towards ihe Trollhatte Canal 
and the sea. Lake Vanern’s 53 miles is almost 
divided in half by a group of islands and rocks 
stretching across its narrowest point. 

At one of them, Djuro Island,, we anchored in 
a bay for lunch, then row’ed ashore. While walk¬ 
ing .through the pinewoods we startled a small 
dder in the undergrowth and it was hard to real¬ 
ize that this was not one of our own Gulf Islands. 

Dusk that day found us picking our way 
through shoals and markers to berth at the foot of 
beautiful old Lacko Castle. That night with the 
dark forest all round, the white walls and towers 
were bathed in the light of a near full moon. 

The view was too enchanting to waste on 
sleep or it may have been excitement that 
kept us awake for this was our first day of 
voyaging. Sleep came finally with the first 
paieness of the early Swedish dawn. 

Light winds in the morning gave us a slow 
sail along a desolate, thickly wooded shoreline to 
Vanersborg and the beginning of the lovely Troll¬ 
hatte Canal. From Gothenburg on the Kattegat to 
Stockholm on the Baltic it is possible to cross 
Sweden through an inland system of canals, 
rivers, lakes and inlets. 

The complete waterway is the Gota Canal 
and for the small yacht one of the most attractive 
stretches of cruising water to be found. 

The portion we travelled, the Trollhatte Canal 
has a series of water steps, called locks, allowing 
2,500-ton ocean goings ships to climb 150 feet 
above sea level to the lumber ports on Lake 
Vanern. There are also elegant white steamers 
from the days of polished brass and mahogany v- 
joint making A popular tourist run from coast to 
coast. 

While waiting for one of these splendid craft 
to lock through we had time to explore an earlier 
set of locks built in 1844, used until 1916 and still 
partly in use today as a drydock. 

Another step back in time can be taken, for 
nearby are the remains of a still earlier system 
which opened in 1800; quite an engineering feet in 
pre-dynamite days considering the ruggedness of 
the terrain and the hardness of the rock. 

As the Gota River carried us southward we 
met spring on its climb north. Leaves and blos¬ 
soms gave new life to farms on both sides of the 
river. 

Our dieHel purred contentedly as we 
passed and waved at upcoming freighters 
from Norway, Holland or Germany. At 
bridges we blew our horn, bells rang, road 
barriers went down and the bridge would go 
up and halt lines of impatient motorists while 
we went gliding regally through. 

Sounding carefully up the mouth of a quiet 
stream we found a berth for the night under the 
impressive walls of what was once a Danish-Nor- 
wegian stronghold, Bohus Fortress. By early af¬ 
ternoon the next day riverside farms began to 
give way to small industrial w’orks. Bridges be¬ 
came more frequent and then we had modem 
busy shipyards on our starboard beam and Goth¬ 
enburg to port. 

One last bridge and then we noticed a new 
motion as oilr bow met the slight swell. The 
smells were no longer of green things and farms 
and fresh water but of the sea.

When it comes to big cities, the sailor has 
one problem in common w ith the motorist 
—finding a parking space. 

• You’ll be lucky to find anywhere to tie up at 
Gothenburg.” the yacht club secrietary told us. 
‘Most yachts are going back in the water this 
weekend and I don’t know where half of them will 
moor. The marinas all have a seven year waiting 
list!” 

In small fishing ports there is always a 
corner where a small boat can tuck itself out of 
the way, a fish wharf, the town wall or just at 
anchor if there is a sheltered bay near the town. 
But in a city such as Gothenburg with it’s busy 
waterfront lined with shipyards, huge tankers, 
ferry terminals and warehouses, where does one 
tie up? 


Tom and Betty Underwood of Vic¬ 
toria fulfilled a cherished dream when 
they bought a 34-foot tailing yacht in 
Sweden and spent almost four years 
cruising European waters, the North 
Sea, Germany, Netherlands, France, 
Luxembourg, Spain, along the ancient 
canal systems and to sunny Mediterra¬ 
nean ports. They tell about their adven¬ 
tures is The Islander.

The city was long past when vve finally spot¬ 
ted tell-tale masts sticking up behind a stone 
breakwater. It was the Royal Gothenburg $aeht 
Club and here vve had our first experience at 
mooring Baltic Style. 

Yachts moor bovv-to the stone quay, their 
sterns held off by two lines running astern to pil¬ 
ings oh buoys. The text book technique would be 
to approach one of the pilings and secure one 
stei n line to it, back off and tie to the other piling 
then head towards the quay while paying out the 
two stem lines. The bqat is checked just as the 
stem nears the quay and your crew jump ashore 
with the ends of the forward mooring lines. 

Wonderful reading but it never seems to work 
out that way. Usually just at the crucial moment 
a vicious cross-wind springs up and pushes the 
bow off leaving the boat broadside to the quay. 
Reverse m.inoeuverability in most sailboats is 
very poor and someone elses stern line becomes 
trapped around the rudder. Trying a bowline 
while hanging with both arms to a large tarry pil¬ 
ing is something Rainbow Sea Cadets never 
taught me. 

However, at times like this someone always 
came to the rescue. A yachtsman would toss us a 
hne, a small boy would materialize to catch one 
of our lines or a fisherman would even launch his 
dinghy to help. Like other yachts we soon ac¬ 
cumulated a great collection of hooks, snap 
,—f shackles, i*)les, cordage of various lengths, and 

in time with an improvement in our seamanship 
we were able to moor up with a minimum of fuss 
and family quarrelling. 

The yacht club offered us their hospitality 
and facilities free for the first night, $5 a night 
thereafter! Luckily we found another temporary 
but less extensive berth the next day in another 
nearby bay. 

A visit to Gothenburg, Sweden’s second 
largest city was always worth the seven-mile 
tram ride. The wide main street is mostly 
sidewalk and boulevard. Pedestrian malls 
lead off into a delightful maze of walking 
streets full of shops, restaurants, department 
stores and occasionally the remains of canals, 
built by Dutch engineers in the 17th century. 

Tired legs and sore feet always drove us back 
to the boat and it was at times like this that we 
appreciated so much not having to search for an 
unsatisfactory, expensive hotel room. Starflower 
was always waiting for us with comfortable 
bunks, a cool beer and our favorite books. 

The Swedish cruising enthusiasts around us 
soon persuaded us to see more of the coastline 
north of Gothenburg. We found the necessary 
charts and were amazed at their excellence. The 
part that would normally be blank white paper 
was full of insets of harbors, anchorages and 
blowups of difficult passages with suggested routes 
shown by a thin line. Depth contours were in two 
shades of blue and elevation profiles of all light¬ 
houses and church steeples were shown. 

We were thankful for such good charts and 
the thorough, well maintained system of markers 
and buoys when we saw the nature of the rock 
strewn coast we were heading into. 

The twisting narrow passes had us quite 
worried at times as some of them seemed to 
dead-end straight into the rooks, then an 
o|>ening would appear and through we went, 
the helmsman counting markers and the nav¬ 
igator carefully cheeking each one off on the 
charts. At times it could be hair-raising when 
the gusting wind would suddenly have us 
doing eight knots through some particularly 
treacherous looking channel. 

If we had been alone there would have been a 
strong temptation to motor slowly through some 
of the worst places but vve were often with other 
yachts under sail and must of course keep up. 

Quiet harbors were ahvays welcome after 
such seat-of-the-pants sailing and when we woke 
up after a night in Marstrand’s harbor and found 
the wind had piped up still more, it was a good 
excuse to sit this one out and spend the day 
exploring. 

Footpaths completely surround and cross the 
island. Centuries old stone building blocks tum¬ 
bled down the slopes from the castle rest in tan-

gles of juniper, heather and apple trees turned 
into wild cringing dwarfs by the constant wind. 

Fifty-eight degrees, 10 minutes north, the 
same latitude as Sitka, Alaska, was also the top 
edge of our last chart. We turned around at the 
island village of Gullholmen returning south by a 
different route through a barren landscape. The 
more protected islands had foliage while those 
subject to wind and wave were bare primeaval 
rock looking today just as the ice age left them 
void of all vegeation or soil. 

Racks of fish drying in the sun along the 
shore marked each village, a cluster of little 
harn-red houses and sheds. On higher ground 
derelict windmills stand as monuments to the 
most abundant source of power before the diesel 
generator came this way. 

One particularly limited pass seemed to nar¬ 
row still more when we met seven naval patrol 
vessels steaming toward us. But they kept to 
their side of the channel, inspecting us through 
binoculars. 

Our first concern turned to flattered as¬ 
tonishment when the flagship upon seeing our 
C anadian ensign gave us a full salute with 
iiands on deek, bos’ns pipe and dipped ensign. 
We tried to return the gesture in a more mod¬ 
est way remembering with relief that a good 
sized Swedish flag fluttered from our star¬ 
board yardarm. 


The early 17th century fortress guarding Var- 
bergs harbor was built by Danes when this vyhole 
coast was part of the Kingdom of Denmark. 
Today the only screams that echo from the 
walls of the deep dungeons are from bus loads of 
invading Viking school children who come to ter¬ 
rorize the excellent museum. 

We came, hungry as Vikings, to terrorize the 
local food markets only to be terrorized ourselves 
by Swedish prices. Many prices in. Sweden three 
and a half years ago were the same as those 
found in Canada today; eggs J1.08 per dozen, 
bread 50c, soup 40c per can. Meat was out of 
sight but fish was reasonable and very good. 

We ate out occasionally as many self-service 
type restaurants were within our budget. One of 
our favorites was a varm smorgas (hot sand¬ 
wich) where a slice of while wheat bread is fried 
in butter until crisp. On this goes a ground beef 
patty, bacon, melted cheese, fried red pepper 
and all topped with a fried egg. Delicious! 

Each day’s run seemed bent on trying 
Starflower with a different set of weather 
conditions. 

The course from Gullholmen to Marstrand 
had her nosing into headwinds and headseas, eat¬ 
ing salt all the way. In a gusty beam wind from 
Marstrand back to Gothenburg she became irate 
and moody until a few kind words along with four

rolls in the mainsail had her gurgling and good 
natured again. It was motor only in a glassy calm 
sea from Gothenburg to Varborg, and one unfor- 
getable day we sailed down the Oresund, Den¬ 
mark on one side and Sweden og^Jhe other with 
that rarest wind of all, 20 knotsright over the 
stern. 

Hour after hour the wind and swell building 
up behind us in the Kattegat had the log pointer 
fluctuating between 7 and 9 knots. The strait nar- 
nolved and as Denmark’s skyfine gradually took 
form, we could make out the spires and towers of 
Elsinore’s lovely Kroneborg Castle. 

The two and a half mile strait separating 
Halsingborg in Sweden and Elsinore in Denmark 
has always been a crowded highway of maritime 
traffic. Today the wake from- freighters, hydro¬ 
foils and ferries keeps this congested waterway in 
such a ferment that we approached Elsinore with 
apprehension and were still a good way off when 
we followed our usual practice of dropping the 
sails before entering an unfamUiar harbor. 

Yachts are banned from Elsinore's main har¬ 
bor but from the fine new' yacht harbor we had 
an unobstructed picture postcard view of Krone¬ 
borg Castle. Possibly Shakespeare never even 
visited Elsinore, nevertheless w T e quickly hurried 
ashore to search the moats and walls for the 
ghost of Hamlet’s father.

Gauges are necessary in remote areas where 
detailed information of local conditions is not available from regular tide tables. 
The pressure instrument records the time and tide height continuously, and can 
run for many days without checking if the ship is away from the area Final 
charts indicate depths found at lowest normal tides. 


The Canadian Survey Ship Wm. J. Stewart is one of a long line of ships 
from which hydrographers have charted Pacific coast waters over the past 200 
years. 

The pictures on these pages show the Stewart’s hydrographers at work on 
one of their summer assignments, a resurvey of Jervis Inlet which was first 
charted and named by Captain Vancouver in 1792. 

More detailed charts of the deep, fiord-like inlet north of Sechelt were made 
after a survey by Captain George Henry Richards from HMS Plumper in the 
early 1860s, and copies of these are still on file at Canadian Hydrographic Service 
regional headquarters in Victoria. 

This summer’s survey, and many others made in coastal waters, will 
.provide a great deal more information to add to existing nautical charts. 

“Accurate charts are becoming increasingly important with the greatly 
increased traffic of large ships along the coast,” says R. W. Sandilands, hydro- 
grapher-in-charge on the Stewart for her 1974 program. 

“Old charts w’ere adequate for the small ships of their day, and most 
Canadian charts are up-to-date enough for safe'navigation of ships up to 50-feet 
draft. But some of the oil-carrying supertankers draw over 100 feet and- con¬ 
sequently the danger line cm charts is being moved out to the 20 fathom line.” 


(Incidentally the Stewart’s summer surveys were the last to be made in 
fathoms and feet. Future charting will be metric.) 

Ships like the Wm. J. Stewart with its electronically equipped launches are 
a far cry from the sailing ships, sextants and lead lines of early hydrogr a pliers, 
but some things about sea-surveying haven’t changed. 

Storms, long hours, absence from home, shipboard confinement, checking 
of data, attention to detail—all are still part of every hydrographer’s working 
days. 

A w^ell knowm Canadian hydrographer, Admiral Sir Edward Belcher (1790- 
18651, said: “The longest day is all too short for the ardent young hydrographer” 
—a famous quote .which generations of surveyors have paraphrased: 

“The shortest day is all too long—especially at the end of a six-month 
season at sea.” 

When the season ends in October shore work for hydrograpliers involves 
filing, indexing and checking all information collected during the summer. Field 
sheets are checked several times before being sent to the chart compilers. If new 
charts are not being made immediately necessary corrections—sometimes as 
many as 175,000 in one month—are made by hand on existing charts.

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Pans considered them magic and only the 
Pharaohs were-aflowed to eat them.

CELERY MUSHROOM CASSEROLE ... four 
cupe celery cut on the bias in one inch pieces, 
one small can each water chestnuts and mush¬ 
rooms drained and sliced, two tablespoons chop- 
red pamiento and green onion tops, one-half cup 
buttered bread crumbs and one-quarter cup toast¬ 
ed almonds. 

Parboil the celery for 10 minutes and drain, 
reserve water. Place celery, chestnuts, 
mushrooms, pimiento and onion in a buttered cas¬ 
serole. Mix soup with the reserved vegetable 
water ( add water to make one can liquid), pour 
over vegetables. Top with buttered crumbs and 
sprinkle almonds over. Bake in a preheated 350F. 
oven until bubbly. You can use fresh mushrooms 
if desired. 

CREAMED MUSHROOMS On toast with crisp 
bacon curls are great for breakfast . . . Wash 
and dry about half a pound of mushrooms, slice 
or cut in half (use stems too). Place in skillet 
with one tablespoon EACH butter and water. 
Cover and simmer until soft. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

SAUCE ... in a small saucepan melt one ta¬ 
blespoon of butter then blend in two tablespoons 
flour, add one cup milk gradually. Cook stirring 
constantly until thick. Stir in two tablespoons fine¬ 
ly minced parsley. Add mushrooms. Serve over 
toasted whole wheat bread. Spbinkle with paprika 
and serve with crisp bacon curls. 

Chicken, ham and cheese with a mushroom 
sauce is an inspired combination.

Mushrooms should be stored unwashed. Refrigerated in the vegetable crisper they 
will keep for about five days. Cover with a soft damp paper towel. 

Mushrooms can be used for a wide variety of purposes . . . they can be broiled, sau¬ 
teed, marinated, served raw in salads. They compliment meat, poultry, fish, eggs, and 
vegetables. They perk up soups, sauces, gravies, casseroles and omelets. Low in calories 
and rich in iron. 

Much of mushroom’s nourishment is in the peel, so do not peel. Stems can be chopped 
and used in soup, sauces and gravy. 


Bfcjjipdi. three tablespoons melted butter cm* mar¬ 
garine. Pound chicken breasts to flatten. Place 
two tablespoons cheese on each ham slice then 
fold ham to completely enclose cheese. Place one 
ham roll on each chicken breast, roll chicken 
around ham and fasten with a wooden pick or tie 
with string. Saute rolls in butter over medium 
heat until lightly browned. Reduce beat, cover 
and simmer until chicken is tender, turning once. 
Uncover, increase heat and cook until chicken is 
slightly crisp. 

MUSHROOM SAUCE . . . two cups mush¬ 
rooms (about one-half pound) sliced, ore- 
quarter cup chopped green onion, three table¬ 
spoons EACH butter and flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, dash nutmeg, 
one-quarter cup dry white wine, one-and-a-half 
cups chicken stock and one-half cup light cream. 


Save a few mushroom caps for garnish, saute 
mushrooms and onion in butter just until limp. 
Remove mushroom caps and keep warm. Stir in 
flour and seasonings. Gradually add wine and 
stock. You can make this from the breast banes 
adding enough cbicken-in-a-mug OR chicken 
cube, to make a good flavor. Stir constantly until 
smooth and thickened. Reduce heat and simmer 
three or four minutes. Gradually add cream and 
pan drippings from chicken. Heat thoroughly. Ar¬ 
range chicken rolls on hot platter, pour sauce 
over and garnish with mushroom caps. Six serv¬ 
ings. 

For cocktail bites . . . drain a can-^of button 
mushrooms, cover w ith a snappy French dressing 
and a bit of garlic. Refrigerate, closely covered, 
for a day or two. Serve these pickled” 
mushrooms on picks.

BABY SLEEPERS

I found a way to get an extra 
six months or more w ear out of 
an outgrown sleeper and also 
dispose of one of Dad’s long 
socks that doesn’t have a mate.

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Victoria’s Grand Old Man 
... of seafaring 


Half a century ago, Capt. 
James Christensen, mariner re¬ 
tired, looking back upon a lifetime 
of adventure and achievement. 
Few pioneer navigators of the 
northwest could challenge his 
claim as Victoria's grand old man 
of seafaring. 

As trader, sealer, tugboat skipper, steamer 
captain and pilot, he had survived shipwreck, un¬ 
covered the worst case of mass murder in provin¬ 
cial history—and almost singlehandedly provoked 
war between Britain and the United States. In 
short, Capt Christensen’s personal record, noted 
a biographer in 1924, was “a chronicle of the de¬ 
velopment of British Columbia’s shipping.” 

Right up until his 80th birthday, when he 
reluctantly swallowed the anchor, Capt. Christen¬ 
sen had performed his duties “on the swaying 
rope ladder” with fellow pilots half his age. In 
fact, but for a government ruling that he was too 
old for such an arduous profession, Christensen 
might well have continued responding to four 
whistles, the pilot’s call, for an indefinite periocL 
To Capt. James Christensen goes the 
credit of virtually putting Victoria on the 
marine map as homeport to the largest seal 
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ing fleet on the continent, when, as a 21-year- 
old arrival from his native Denmark, he con¬ 
ceived the idea of sealing on the west coast as 
a profitable industry. 

Landing in the capital of Vancouver Island, in 
1864, as a seaman on board the sailing vessel 
King Oscar, he and the ship’s company found 
themselves on the beach when their ship was 
sold. 

By the time the Oscar’s master read the fine 
print on the contract, which called for him to 
deliver the vessel to an Australiap port, he had 
lost his crew, including Christensen, who, taken 
with the crown colony, vanished into the wilds of 
Saanich as a farmhand until the Oscar left port. 

When his ship did sail, Christensen downed 
his pitchfork and headed back to town and the 
waterfront, where he Immediately gained a berth 
with Capt. Charles Spring, a trader well-known 
for his dealings along the west coast of the 
Island. Spring apparently liked what he saw in 
the young Dane, for he soon promoted him to 
master of the schooner Surprise. In this capacity, 
Christensen spent the next several years, rvavigat- 
ing the treacherous west coast and defying wind, 
wealher and warfare while engaged in “collecting 
peltry from the Indians.” 

It was during this oftimes hazardous employ¬ 
ment that Christensen first gave serious thought 
to sealing. For an entire season, he had been 
unhappy with the dry condition of the skins which 
he was trading from the Indians. He then 
suggested to his employer that it would be better 
business, the following spring, to send one of the 
schooners after the seals, thereby insuring, if 
nothing else, that the pelts would be in prime con¬ 
dition. 

Capt. Spring, according to Christensen, was 
unimpressed; in fact, he laughed in the Dane’s 


face. But when an angered Christensen replied 
that, had he the financing, he would quit on the 
spot and outfit his own schooner for the venture, 
Spring reluctantly agreed to the experiment. 

Accordingly, in the spring of 1870, Chris¬ 
tensen sailed in pursuit of the seal Ixvds. The 
first step of his plan called for him to put in 
at (layoquot to hire a crew of native hunters, 
complete with canoes and equipment. He 
would then put to sea, to intercept the seal 
herds during their northward migration along 
the roast. 

Upon putting forth bis proposal lo the Clayo- 
quot chief, his initial response was not only warm 
but enthusiastic, every hunter demanding to be 
taken along. Payment was to be on a shares 
basis, the hunter keeping two of every three skins 
he captured, Christensen to take one. 

However, Capt. Christensen had not taken 
into consideration the Clayoquots’ sense of in¬ 
dependence and free enterprise. As the natives 
talked over his proposal among themselves, they 
came to the conclusion that his shares system of 
one fur in three was exorbitant when they had 
always done well in the past on their own— 
without sharing the catch. 

As for Christensen’s impassioned plea that, 
by using tfiej schooner, they could pursue the 
herds out to sea, rather than have to rely upon 
shoreline encounters by canoe, they refused to 
believe him. When, finally, Christensen did sail 
after the herds, he had but four canoes and their 
hunters aboard his schooner. 

Despite this inauspicious beginning, Christen¬ 
sen remained confident of success and, early on 
the second morning, the lookout spotted a mi¬ 
grating herd. Immediately, the Indian hunters 
slipped their canoes over the side and paddled in 
pursuit. With darkness, they returned to the

mother vessel with nine skins; three for the ship, 
and six for themselves. 

Ecstatic at this initial triumph, the natives 
waited impatiently for daylight, when they again 
set off in pursuit. So enthusiastic were the hunt¬ 
ers that they were soon out of sight of the schoo¬ 
ner, when, without warning, a heavy fog settled 
upon the horizon, separating the sealers from the 
schooner with sudden finality’. 

Ghosting through the mists, the schooner 
cruised back and forth throughout the rest of the 
day, Christensen blowing his foghorn with in¬ 
creasing alarm. But night came without an ans¬ 
wering hail from the gloom. As the hours passed 
by, Christensen paced the deck, the schooner 
completing one sweep after another, its flares 
glowing feebly in the enshrouding blackness. 

With morning, the fog lifted slightly, an over¬ 
joyed Christensen sighting two of the missing ca¬ 
noes, which were soon hauled aboard. But of the 
other two, there was not a sign. 

At this, the surviving sealers refused to con¬ 
tinue the hunt, demanding that Capt. Christensen 
return at once to Clayoquot, to see whether their 
comrades had found their way home. Having no 
choice but to agree, he put about. Upon dropping 
anchor off the Clayoquot village, the Indian hunt¬ 
ers hurried ashore, as a long-faced Christensen 
slowly followed. Unsure as to the reception he 
would receive when word spread of his having 
lost two of their tribesmen, he squared his 
shoulders and prepared for the worst. 

To Ids amazement. h«* found his missing 
hunters, not only alive^and hearty, but sitting 
before a roaring fire, feasting on seal flesh, 
and laughing at his bewilderment. Disgusted, 
be returned to Victoria. B.C.’s first attempt 
at organized sealing was a dismal failure. 

He did not, however, set sail for Victoria 
befort augmenting his small catch by trading the 
other six pelts from the villagers, when he es¬ 
tablished another historic first by salting them 
for keeping. 

Undoubtedly, the Gapt. James Christensen 
who sailed into the Inner Harbor, late in the sum¬ 
mer of 1870, with nine pelts, was not the Capt. 
James Christensen who had set sail with such 
high hopes, but short months before. As was to be 
expected, his return was greeted with universal 
hilarity. Am<5ng those who laughed loudest was 
bs employer and sponsor. Capt. Spring, who 
called him “a crazy Dutchman who should have 
known better.” 

Christensen’s only consolation was that his 
had l>een the first “attempt by white men off the 
West Coast and Cape Flattery.” This innovation 
became increasingly important to him over the 
years, when sealing became an established in¬ 
dustry. Half a century after, he was to jioint out 
that, during his six years as a trader along the 
west coast of the Island, no one, to his knowledge, 
had iried to go sealing in this manner, all traders 
having been content with securing their sealskins 
by bartering with the Indians. 

But if Capt. Christensen’s failure, and embar¬ 
rassment, were acute, the repercussions were 
greater. That November, still in Capt. Spring’s 
employee, as master of cither the Surprise or the 
Alert, he called in at Spring’s trading post at Port 
San Juan. Here, he found his employer in a state 
of seige, the local Indians expressing open hostili¬ 
ty towards the whites Rushing to the post, he 
found an anxious Spring expecting imminent at¬ 
tack, and sure that he and his family were to be 
massacred. 

When Christensen, hv then a little worried for 
his own safety, inquired as to the commotion. 
Spring swore at him, saying it was all his fault. 
The reason for the San Juans’ outrage, he said, 
was that Christensen had chosen his first sealing 
crew ihe previous spring from the Clayoquots, 
rather than the San Juans! The villagers were so 
offended by his lack of etiquette that they were 
threatening to wreak vengeance upon Spring and 
his family. 

C hristensen's solution to flic crista 
was instantaneous: Why not outfit another 
scaling expedition the following spring, as¬ 
suaging the San Joans’ ruffled feelings by 
using them as hunters? Although still uncon¬ 
vinced as to the wisdom of such an expedi¬ 
tion, Spring exclaimed: “You can do what 
you like, so long as you get those Indians 
quiet again/' 

Thus, early in the spring of 1871. Capt. Chris¬ 
tensen again sailed after the migrating herds. 
When the second sealing season ended, his schoo¬ 
ner had captured a grand total of 900 skins. 600 of 
which were the hunters’ share, and 300 that of the 
ship. 

This time, when Christensen sailed into Vic¬ 
toria, ho did so without the slightest hesitation. 
When the Hudson’s Bay Co. purchased the entire 
cargo for $10 a pelt, the schooner's share of the 
catch came to $3,000; a handsome return in that 
pre-inflationary age. 

‘‘They didn’t call me a crazy Dutchman 
then,” Christensen recalled long after with evi- 
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dent satisfaction, the familiar "wicked fat” cigar 
in hand. Instead of laughing at him, everyone 
decided to get into the act, creating an industry 
that was to last for 40 tumultous years. As Chris¬ 
tensen grinned; ’’Next year, everything fit to go 
t« sea was outside Flattery when the seals came 
along.” 

Surprisingly, unlike most others, Christensen 
did not go out on his own, remaining with Capt. 
Spring as trader and sealer for a further seven- 
years, usually in command of the little schooners 
Surprise or Alert. For his part, Capt. Spring was 
not about to ignore an obvious gold mine, and im¬ 
mediately fitted other vessels for the hunt. 

Within a few short years, sealing became 
an international race and a constant threat to 
world peace as the superpowers of Great Bri¬ 
tain, the United States and Russia tried to 
control the free-for-all taking place in tint 
Bering Sea. 

More than once, ft seemed that open hostili¬ 
ties would erupt between Britain and the U.S. as 
the Americans seized Canadian sealing schooners 
caught in Alaskan waters, the Russians doing the 
same. 

Despite the constant threat, of seizure and rr> 


prisonment, Canadian sealers, most of them - ail¬ 
ing Victoria homeport, defied the navies of ad 
■tfiree nations in the race for riches. 

The ruthless slaughter of the se-al, befcie 
eventual restriction by international treaty alter 
ihe turn of the century, saw up to. 65 schooners 
basing' their operations in the provincial capital 
alone, and adding p»re than half a million dol¬ 
lars annually to the city’s economy 

Yet, for the most part, Capt. Christensen, the 
man responsible for it all, remained aloof, prefer¬ 
ring to trade along the Island's west coast. In 
1869 he sailed the Surprise as far north as MetJa- 
katla with a cargo of supplies for Father Dun¬ 
can’s Anglican mission. As it turned out, the 
schobner was becalmed throughout most of her 
northbound voyage, and again when returning to 
Victoria, taking no fewer than three months to 
complete ihe trip. When, finally, Christensen and 
company did step ashore in Victoria, it was fo be 
told that they bad been given up. as lost. 

Ironically, the Surprise had encountered ehip- 
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It is not always easy to settle in a new country. Particularly is this so when the 
new country's language is not one's own. Eivind and Ella Moeskau found that out 
when they first came to Canada in 1927, bringing with them their

^Actually , it was hus¬ 
band Eivind who came 
first to the Prairies , in¬ 
tent upon finding a new 
way of life for himself 
and his young wife and 
small child . He worked on 
a farm — hard, long hours 
—saving all he could to 
bring Ella out to join him. 

A year later in September of 
1928, Ella came with their little two 
year old son. Knut. She was pre¬ 
pared to work hard too, like many a 
settler before her. The place of des¬ 
tination was Birch Hills, about 40 
miles from Prince Albert in Saskat¬ 
chewan. Whatever the future had to 
offer Ella would meet and accept. 

Unfortunately, the early future 
did not have much to offer. Eivind, 
it seemed, had been a little too 
trusting in the man he had worked 
for. and when September came to a 
close, the Moeskaus found that all 
the ready cash they had coming to 
them was so small as to be really 
negligible. 

The prospect was grim indeed. 
They had no relatives in Canada and 
nobody to whom they could turn, 
and the Prairie winter stared them 
in the face The farmer for whom 
Eivind had worked, was off back to 
the city for the winter, so he 
•Wild care less. However, at the 
last he must have had a spark of 
kindliness for he said that Eivind 
and his wife could remain on the 
farm — provided that they wvmld 
tend.the remaining livestock. 

A hard impossible situation 
which Ella can now look back upon, 
but not without a Shudder at the 
memory. She recalls that there was 
no running water, so all w’ater used 
had to be melted from snow. 'Hietr 
home was a small eight by 10 log 
cabin, and she remembers also that 
she did her share of. helping to chop 
down trees, and thfft both of them 
became expert at sawing wooc£ 

For three years, the Moeskaus 
stuck it out .at Birch Hills trying to 
make a go of homesteading. Howev¬ 
er, at the end of that time, they felt 
they had had enough, and scraping 
their little earnings together they 
headed westward to Powell River, 
where Eivind gpt work. 

The Moeskaus had not seen the 
last of their troubles, though, for 
they found themselves slap in the 
middle of the depression. As Ella 
says now. a depression is bad for ev¬ 
erybody, but for an immigrant with 
language differences, it. is even 
harder. 

The accent, she says, tells 
against one. 

However, between them they 
managed, and since Ella and her 
husband are bath happy types they 
made light of any misfortunes as 
being merely passing things. 

When war broke out in 1939, Ei¬ 
vind joined the Canadian forces for 
he felt a loyalty to his new home- 


might be assumed that Ella and her 
husband might well have regretted 
ever leaving their homeland, but 
such is far from the case. “Norway 
was our home, suro“ says Ella, 
’and we love it. and love to go back 
for visits. But Canada has been our 
home for many years. This is where 
we lie long now." 

Ella is a friendly person as well 
as being a very energetic one. At 
the war's end. realizing that there 
were a number of Norwegians in 
Victoria, and l>eing very eager to 
keep the old Norwegian customs 
alive. Ella set about organizing a 
Sons of Norway group here. 

April. 1946. marked the first 
meeting, and now nearly 30 years 
later, the organization is still a 
strong one. The local lodge is known 
as Eidsvold No. 53. There were. Ella 
tells me. 60 original charter 
members, but now only 14 of them 
are left. Ella was elected their first 
president, and since has held many 
offices within the organization. 

Ella Moeskau is well versed in 
Norwegian custom and costume, 
and being a keep needlewoman her¬ 
self. she was especially anxious that 
the Norwegian women of Victoria 
should not target their heritage in 
the way of the old and so beautifully 
embroidered costumes. If that mem¬ 
ory is still alive and strong. I think 
it must be in part because of Ella 
who has done so much to foster it 
through the years. 

In the olden days. Ella tells me. 
every girl was taught how to spin 
ami w’eave and make her own cos¬ 
tume and also those of the menfolk 
of the family- They also dyed in 
many lovely colors all the wools 
needed for their embroidery. The 
wool used came, or course, from the 
farm sheep and Ella well re¬ 
members spinning this as a girl. 

Ella’s early interest in embroi¬ 
dery came about she thinks because 
at the age of seven she won a Har- 
danger costume which she subse¬ 
quently wore at every' 17th May In- 
dependance Day celebration. In 
course of time she grew out of it and 
her grandmother taught her how to 
make another one. She has been 
making these costumes ever since, 
and still makes them here for her 
grandchildren. 

In the olden days, every valley in 
Norway’ had its own special cos¬ 
tume. and only the men and women 
of that valley were entitled to wear 
that particular dress which marked 
them as native to their valley. 
Sometimes at a dance strangers 
might come in, and they’ w’ere aUvays 
recognized as men from other val¬ 
leys since their costumes were dif¬ 
ferent. 

Nowadays, this has changed 
somewhat. Many of the beautiful 
costumes are still worn in Norway 
for special occasions of which In¬ 
dependence Day is one of the 
greatest. 

However, a girl is more likely to 
choose a costume which appeals to 
her b.v its color and embroidery 
rather than the one w'hich repre¬ 
sents her home. 

In the long ago, Ella says, this 
would never have been permitted. 
Since Norway has close to a 
hundred different varieties of their 
national costume, one can see that 
the girls have a very considerable 
choice. The reason for the great 
number is the fact that since each 


land. He was not to see active ser¬ 
vice, however, for a skiing accident 
in his youth had left him with a 
damaged knee which put him out of 
the combat area. 

Eivind was drafted to Victoria, 
and in 19-10 Ella moved here to be 
near him. Victoria has been their 


home ever since, and Ella is glad of 
it for she loves the place. Incidental¬ 
ly. she tells me that their son joined 
the army when he was 18 years of 
age, so it can be said that the Moes¬ 
kaus have done their bit over ihe 
years. 

With such a sorry beginning it

valley tended lo be a little world of 
its own. then each valley obviously 
had its own special dress. 

Since Ella’s native costume is that 
of ihe valley of Hardanger, she nat¬ 
urally prefers this to the others 
though on the day I talked with her. 
she was wearing a l>cautiful Gud- 
brandsdal gown- a type of native 
costume which is famous for the 
exquisite flower embroidery with 
which it is adorne.l. A costume from 
Gudbrandsal is made all of one 
color, usually either black or dar¬ 
kish blue. (Ella’s is one of the latter 
color.) The material of the dress as 
with all Norwegian costumes is of 
wool. Full length, with a sleeveless, 
tight-fitting bodice over a blouse of 
fine lien. Both the bodice and the 
skirt, particularly around the hem, 
are most beautifully embroidered 
with a flowing flower design. Young 
girls wear a little matching cap, and 
it is also usual for all women to 
wear an embroidered purse or pock¬ 
et which is attached to the waist. 

Years ago, of course, all wool 
used for the dresses as well as the 
wool used in the embroideries would 
be spun from the fleeces of sheep on 
the farm and dyed to produce those 
lovely shades. Also, sometimes the 
gowns would be woven of white wool 
and these would be used for wedding 
dresses. Often, too, hemp woiuld be 
grown on the farms from which the 
linen for the white blouses would be 
made. 

Another costume which is decor¬ 
ated with flower embroidery is the 
Graffer which is similar to the Gud- 
brandsdal in that it has a flower- 
embroidered skirt, accompanied by 
the embroidered pocket. The bodice, 
however, is red. This old costume is 
of family origin rather than repre¬ 
senting the dress of a whole area. 
The Graffer family is, I gather, both 
large and very well known. 

Of the few’ national costumes of 
which it is possible to write, all blit 
two have flower embroidery. That of 
Hallingdal is rather different from 
the others in that the dress, though 
full, has much more of an Empire 
line to it. The same basic dark blue 



Over it is worn a dark and heavily 
embroidered apron of the same dark 
wool. The bodice, once again, is red 
or rust colored, and is finished off 
with a long waistband or ribbon 
which goes twice around the waist. 

The linen head-scarf also has em¬ 
broidery around the headband. The 
big difference with this costume is 
that it is embroidered only in, one 
color which combines shades ofi rust 
and red. 

Once again, the finishing touch te 
the heavy silver jewelry worn down 
the front of the blouse. Not just one 
brooch but several. In olden times it 
was always said that — “The more 
silver, the richer the bride.” 

The costumes of both Voss and 
Hardanger differ from the others in 
that the embroidery is more geomet¬ 
ric in design, and they also make 
great use of a criss-cross or star 
pattern. The Voss costume has a 
black skirt with a red vest trimmed 
with woven borders on green velvet. 
There are also bands of embroidery 
on the blouse and at the wrists of 
the sleeves. The white apron shows 
some of the fantastic drawn thread- 
work in a star design which is a 
hallmark of certain Norwegian cos¬ 
tumes. 

The Hardanger costume is. per¬ 
haps, one of the best known of all, 
and it is a costume with a difference 
in that the decoration is produced 
not by wool but by beads. All sorts 
and sizes of beads are used to pro¬ 
duce th^se beautiul geometric de¬ 
signs. 

The white aprons of the Har¬ 
danger costumes also give very fine 
examples of drawn-thread work. 
Young unmarried girls usually wear 
embroidered caps, while with cer¬ 
tain other costumes a kerchief type 
of . head-dress is worn. However, 
with the Hardanger costume the 
Status of married woman is shown 
by the wearing of a pleated head-

or black on which the embroidery 
stands out, though in this case it is 
less free flowing and more in the na¬ 
ture of bands of embroidery. The 
blouse has an upstanding collar and 
full bishop sleeves. As usual it is 
finished off with silver brooches and 
chains. 

Here it should be noted that near¬ 
ly all Norwegian costumes are 
adorned with silver filigree brooches 
and chains. Silver is one of the ores 
most commonly found in Norway, 
anvl in the old days, every valley 
had its own silversmith who created 
his own designs and produced these 


beautiful works of art entirely by 
hand. 

As one could tell the home villey 
by the costume worn, so one could 
read an address into a silver brooch. 
There are not so many of these old 
silversmiths about Ihese days, 1 
gather, though the silverwork is still 
produced, but more often now it is 
mechanically produced. A pity., but 
one cannot halt the march of so- 
called progress. 

Another very attractive embroi¬ 
dered dress is that of West- 
Telemark. The dress has a dark 
skirt embroidered around the hejji. 
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Alice Arm Hotel. 


MINE 



On one of my early trips to 
Anyox, B.C. on the old S.S. Prin¬ 
cess Mary, we called in at Alice 
Arm. It was June , 1918 , and all 
was very calm and quiet, so we 
went ashore to stretch our legs, 
along the new railway that was be¬ 
ing built some 120 miles north of 
Prince Rupert. 

We had not walked far. when there wds the 
most terrific blasts echoing in the Kitsault vaHey 
around the mountains. This lasted for some 
time, and we were told it was the railroad build - 
ers, blasting their way through the canyon, so as 
to lay tracks to the terminal of the then called 
Shortest Railroad in B.C. (some 20 miles* The 
Dolly Varden Road. 

Later that summer I went back to Alice Arm, 
and did some prospecting around the Red Bluff, 
up the northeast fork of the Kitsault. and I couH 
hear those great blasts every day. 

K was not until summer of the following year, 
that the road was officially opened. It was early 
in July. 1919, when a small number of Vancouver 
business men paid their first visit to this rich 
dream mine, that warranted the building of the 
road. They went up on a flat car fitted for the oc¬ 
casion. pushed by a small locomotiVe of the 
CHmax type, wlvse quick pacing chugadee chu- 
gadee gave the impression it was doing 60 miles 
an hour, where it was only about 20. 

This event was what the whole of Alice Arm 
had been waiting and hoping for, as it was the 
beginning of daily trains to and from the mine 
The building of the CPR or the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific. was not watched with more hope and inter¬ 
est, than the laying of this small mining road, 
along the Kitsault River and wall of the Canyon 

For years many prospectors had been bring¬ 
ing wonderful chunks of silver ore into camp, 
from new finds. Pack horses had fought their way 
along some dangerous trails as properties were 
developed. Stories had been passed along of a 
great new camp that was in the making, as soon 
as a railroad could be driven through the canyon, 
to the great wealth of silver ore that had been 
proved up. 

And now the railway had become a reality 

This railway story itself was well known to 
most newspaper readers of British Columbia at 
that time, as it was brought out in a hearing at 
the legislature which spread over many weeks in 
the spring of 1919. The Dolly Varden Company of 
Delaware, U.S.A.. had spent more than 5500,000 in 
developing its property, and found itself unable to 
pay bills amounting to half a million dollars, to 
the contracting company, which had planned and 
built the railroad for them. 

After the mining company had signified its in¬ 
ability to discharge its debt and resume opera¬ 
tions, the contracting firm, the Taylor Engineer¬ 
ing Company, had stepped into the property, dis¬ 
charged a large amount of the claims, and set in 
to pay off all parties, including the Dolly Varden 
shareholders, out of the profits of the mine. 
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Reports of various engineers showed there 
u as several million dollars worth of ore, ali 
ready for taking out of the Dolly Varden proper- 
•* ties, as soon as the railroad was pushed through 
to prnnpletion. ^ 

During the summer of 1919, the Dolly Varden 
Mine made a shipment of 40 tons of one to. the 
smelter, which gave a return of 55,000 ounces’ of 
silver, some of which -w as pure silver, in its na¬ 
tive form I was lucky enough to get* a sample, 
shaped tike an ivy leaf, the size of tlie palm «>f 
my hknd. 

' Geologically, Alice Arm. Anyox and Stewart 
iisrriets could be classed as one. as they are all 
within a comparatively few miles of each other, 
but where the Pacific Ocean has filled up the 
valleys, theneare deep winding fjords diriding 
rhese three camps. Where the traveller would 
rake a 100 mile trip from Anyox. or 120 mile trip 
foam Alice Arm to reach Stewart by water, the 
seasoned prospector would go over the mountains 
and glaciers, and reach Stewart in a 50 mile trek 

During the teens and early 192ps. I prospected 
each summer around Silver City, across the bay 
from Alice Arm, then I joined the staff of the 
Government Liquor Store at Anyox. and in the 
summer of 1926 I was sent to Alice Arm as relief 
vendor, and stayed at the Hotel, in fact the only 
guest for a time. 

,ln a foe.tier mining town, the proprietor of 
the l«x*nl hotel was ex-officio, a leading citizen.

And tHis was true of Olaf Evindsen of the Alice 
Arm Hotel, not merely because he was known as 
a white man- among the miners, and owned x 
3>-room modem hotel with a chef and finger 
bowls, plus a"wonderful table, but because "Ole" 
Evindsen before he built the Hotel, achieved dis¬ 
tinction by staking the ground known as the Dolly 
Varden. or dream claim. In fact the Hotel repre¬ 
sented the stake he won when he discovered this 
Dolly Varden claim. 

Throughout my stay at the hotel, he told 
me a lot about the early days, and also the story 
of staking this property. Years before, when the 
Grand Trunk railway was being built, Ole Evind- 
. sen was a diver, working in the Prince Rupert 
harbor. He was a big fellow, very pleasant, and a 
well read man. I asked him how he happened to 
call the claim Dolly Varden? 

He told me “I had heard about the miner:*l 
wealth while I was in Prince Rupert, and came to 
the Arm in the soring of 1912. With three com¬ 
panions, we packed our grub and set out up the 
kitsault Valley None of us had been up tliere 
l>efore. but we were tioping to find some go**! 
grounds. 

One bight after we started, one of my com¬ 
panions. Ole Peardon, had a dream. His uncle 
had died a few months l>efore. Ole told us that his 
uncle had come to him in tlws dream the night 
before, and had showed him a big white boulder 
and some rocks, and said:"*You are going to find 
a big mine, which will make you rich, so that you 
will not have to work anymore. You will go on 
until you find this boulder and three rocks, and 
then you must stake the claim, and the name you 
must give it is the Dolly Varden’.*’ 

When Ole Peardon told this dream next morn¬ 
ing, his companions received it with amused in¬ 
terest and hopes. Days passed as these men 
fought their way through the dangerous trackless 
canyon, without sight of any mineral. Then two of 


The men went back to the Arm for supplies, while 
Evindsen and his companion, Peardon. struggled 
on. 

"We made different trails, about 75 yards 
apart. I took the higher ground to.prospect," said 
Evindsen. "Then I saw in a bare open spot. a 
streak of gray rock that looked like it carried 
silver. With my pick I broke down the capping of 
the rock and saw that I had uncovered a vein that 
l«y>ked like a very rich ore.’ 

While Evindsen was examining his new find. 

Ole Peardon let out a yell: “I’ve found the mine; 

I\e found the mine." he cried in great excite¬ 
ment. 

T ve found one toot stay where you are.’’ 

; called back Evindsen. who as the more experi¬ 
enced prospector, finished his research, before 
lowering himself down to where Peardon was 
waiting. 

"Where’s yoiir mineral?" asked Evindsen. as 
be handed his o\*n sample to Peardon, and looked 
around for signs of a ledge or fissure. 

"I haven’t fiund any mineral, but here's the 
tioulder that mv uncle showed me in my dream, 
and here’s the rocks, and the river down there 
also tlie trees, and everything exactly as my 
uncle showed me in my dream,” insisted Pear¬ 
don. 

What with Evmdsen's ledge and Peardon’s 
boulder, the two prospectors concluded that tlie 
hand of Fate was dearly pointing their way. 

They staked their claims and were thinking 
about recording them. 

“Say what is the name your uncle said we 
were to call this." asked Evindsen. 

“Hanged if I can remember” admitted Pear- 
d>in at last, after vainly trying to get his brains 
working. 

As far as Evindsen was concerned the name 
had slipped his memory* All that day and the 
next the two lone prospectors sat around trying to 
think up the elusive name, feeling that they could 
not afford to lake chances on any other. At last 
hope arrived. Their two companions hove in sight 
with the extra grub, without disclosing their find 
Ole Evids.en put the fateful question: “What was 
the name of that claim, that Ole Peardon's uncle 
told him? f 

A moment's pause, and the answer came: “It 
was Dolly Varden Liter they staked more 
claims and formed a group, known as the Ole 
Evindsen and Company. (Six clains 1913*. 

From the original claims Major Angus Davis 
and his staff, in 1919. soon were shipping out 
some of that high grade silver ore, and prospect¬ 
ed further development, so that tlie- prophecy in 
regard to the richness of the mine w*as never in 
doubt. 

But alas for the frailty of human plans. Oie 
Peardon got his share of the price. He w*as 
beyond the need of working for a living, but later 
the hardships of the expedition undermined his 
health, so that he went back to his home in 
Sweden, a chronic invalid. He had tried physician 
after physician, in the hope of regaining his lost 
health and strength. It w'as said, he visited more 
than 150 doctors and specialists, before he slowly 
made a recovery. 

In the early days after selling the claims, Ole 
Evindsen was rated as a rich man, and he had 
other properties up the Kisault River. He was a big 
nice looking fellow'. With clear dark laugliing eyes. 

He bad a fine w ife and daughter, also all tlie com¬ 
forts anybody would want. But the comforts of a 
hotel, were not exactly what suited him, during

dress of fine white linen which is 

shaped over a specially fitted board. 

Ella Moeskau tells me that today 
there are only two or three women 
left in the whole of Norway who can 
still make these head-dresses. 

The costumes of Hardanger of 
Sunnmore vary a little from the true 
Hardanger costumes in that some do 
have more flower embroidery in 
wool on them than the Hardanger 
proper. In the wedding group shown, 
it will be seen that the bride wears a 
large silver crown. This would be a 
family possession, handed down 
from mother to daughter, and also 
loaned out among the relatives for 
wedding celebrations. 

The embroidered linen square 
which the bride has draped over one 
arm is also part of the wedding cos¬ 
tume since it was usual for the 
bride’s hands to be covered with 
such a cloth on the way to the wed¬ 
ding. 

There is so much to be written 
about the individual costumes of 
Norway that it would need a book to 
describe them all. In the meantime, 
the person in Victoria who has all 
this knowledge at her fingertips is 
Ella Moeskau, much of whose beau- 
liful work may be seen as it is worn 
by some of Victoria’s Norwegian 
dancers. 


Since storm pressures against a 
boat in the water are focused on its 
mooring or anchor line, the condi¬ 
tion and proper handling of this gear 
is the mariner’s best insurance 
against damage. Marine* ropes do 
their jobs best when attention is 
given to the following: 

1. Replace knots with splices. A 
bowline or half hitch may be good 
for a gas stop but it can actually 
limit the strength of even a good 
nylon line by as much as 50 per cent 
depending on the type of. knot used. 
A good eye splice gives up to 95 per 
cent of the line’s rated strength. 
This. is because knots create a 
shearing effect. Knotted rope cuts 
into itself or causes the fibre bundle 
to carry the strain unequally. 

2. Stock up with extra line, 
checking a strength-diameter chart 
to make sure that it is equal the 
task. If anchored, remember that 
water levels can change quickly, 
making usual gear either too long or 
too short Use a length seven times 
the expected water depth. On a 
mooring, too short a line can pull 


the bow right under. In a slip, allow 
extra length so that lines can be 
eased as the water level rises. Im¬ 
pact stresses are frequent in storms. 
Remember that nylon can withstand 
seven times the shock load of mani- 
la. 

3. In slips, rig with spring lines. 
Take the bowline to a fastening 
point on the dock near the stem. 
Fasten the stem line at a point on 
the dock near the bow. Nylon is 
good for this because it can stretch 
and recover too. Other lines stretch 
less and fail to recover, letting the 
boat hit the sides of the slip. 

4. Chafing, from the up and 
down action of the waves, is the 
enemy of any line. DuPont of Cana¬ 
da’s 707 nylon, especially designed 
for ropes, has a built-in lubricity, 
giving up to 80 times the abrasion 
resistance of manila and up to 20 
times that of polypropylene. But it is 
better to play it safe. Wrap chafe 
points with canvas or cover with, a 
rubber sleeve. 

5. In making splices with nylon 
lines, take more tucks than is cus¬ 


tomary with manila. DuPont recom¬ 
mends seven tucks, the last three 
tucks being tapered. Quality of 
workmanship is critical. Strength 
can vary from 70 to 95 per cent of 
line strength even for the same type 
of splice. Draw it up slowly, evening 
out the shape so that stress will be 
evenly distributed. The" same goes 
for knots. Eliminate reef or square 
knots. They can become untied too 
easily. Try two bowlines, to join 
ropes. 

6. Switch tb your newest ropes. 

Rot can rob manila of its strength 
even when it is stored, sunlight can 
cut into strength of some types of 
nylon. For lines of DuPont nylon, 
particularly those over one-half inch 
in diameter, special protection is iv-t 
recommended. p 

7. Tie off eye-spliced lines so 
they are closed up tight around de<;k. 
cleats. A small line used to snub an 
eye-splice is good insurance against 
it jumping when storm-driven waves 
cause a wild up-and-down action of 
the bow. Better still, try double 
leads, formed by splicing a “y” into 
a mooring line. Pull the leads 
through port and starboard chocks 
at the bow and secure over the 
mooring cleat. 

8. Put plenty of fenders over the 
side for protection against the boats 
that are not as well secured as 
yours is.

wreck, but that of the American schooner Thom¬ 
as Woodward, Christensen bringing the survivors 
down from Oyster Bay. 

It was this same year that he experienced his 
most horrifying adventure when he informed the 
world of the infamous “John Bright massacre,” 
after the British barque drove ashore off Hes- 
quiat with the loss of all aboard. Although a trag¬ 
edy in itself, the incident was to mushroom into a 
major controversy, local tribesmen being accused 
of having murdered 10 survivors. Although full 
details of the leading role that Capt. James Chris¬ 
tensen played in this historic affair must wait for 
another day, briefly: 

When informed of the wreck, Christensen, 
who hid ridden out the same gale nearby, rushed 
to the scene, to be convinced, through the vil¬ 
lagers’ behavior, that something more than ship¬ 
wreck had occurred. When his plea for an official 
investigation fell upon deaf ears in Victoria, he 
returned to Hesquiat, to find the mutilated re¬ 
mains of 10 persons. 

Subsequently, seven Hesquiats were tried for 
murder, two being sentenced to death. Returned 
to Hesquiat, they were hanged on a gallows erect¬ 
ed at the scene of the wreck, although the tribe 


had maintained throughout, and continued to do 
so for years afterward, that the bodies of those 
drowned in the wreck had been mangled in the 
surf, that the accused men had been convicted on 
perjured testimony by rival tribesmen, and that 
faulty interpretation of testimony had been given 
during questioning. 

As it had been through Christensen’s per¬ 
sonal efforts that the crime was uncovered, 
many feared for his life among the hostile 
tribesmen of the west coast. 

Yet the years passed without his being 
molested, although, in his old age, he said that he 
often marvelled that the Hesquiats never sought 
revenge. In 1876, he accepted an appointment as 
pilot, as much for his wife’s peace of mind, as for 
himself. One of his last duties, as master of a 
trading schooner, was to carry the materials for 
the construction of Cape Beale lighthouse (built 
incidentally, by Hayward & Jenkinson, Victoria’s 
enterprising undertakers). 

Christensen served in the demanding capacity 
of pilot for three years, safely guiding ships of all 
types and sizes into B.C. ports; even “sailing full- 
rigged ships through the’ Narrows into Vancouver 
Harbor.” He then decided upon steamship and 
tugboating, commanding the venerable HBC 
steamer Beaver for 10 years, when he assumed 


command of the large steam tug Lome, before 
returning to the pilotage until retirement at the 
age of 80 years. 

His personal day of shame came in No¬ 
vember of 1891, when the fine collier San 
Pedro, under his direction crashed onto Brot- 
rhie I^edge in perfect weather. 

Despite repeated attempts, and enormous 
sums of money, the ship could not be saved, Capt. 
Christensen accepting full blame for the mishap. 
Although he and the ship’s master were censured 
at the inquiry, the incident does not seem to have 
harmed his career, Christensen not retiring as an 
active pilot for another 30 years. 

Within three years of the San Pedro affair, 
tragedy again struck the aging pilot, Capt. James 
Christensen Jr., losing his life when the tug Es¬ 
telle went down with all hands off Cape Mudge. 
Son Andy also followed in the senior Christensen’s 
footsteps, joining the pilotage. 

With retirement, Capt. Christensen lived with 
his daughter, Mrs. W. O. McLachlan, on Kingston 
Street. There, with the ever-ready, foul-smelling 
cigar, and a hearty hello, he *enjoyed peace on 
shore and regaled visitors with tales of that dis¬ 
tant day when he founded British Columbia's 
sealing industry*, and almsot caused a war be¬ 
tween the world’s two greatest powers.

the spring and summer, as he longed for wilder¬ 
ness and the mountains. 

We spent some very pleasant evenings talk¬ 
ing over old times, that summer of 1926. Then one 
day, who should come into tow*n, for supplies and 
mail, but old John Stark, the colored prospector, 
who at that time was caretaker at the then closed 
Dolly Varden mine. 

John was bom on Salt Spring Island, and was 
one of the early, birds to stake claims in this dis¬ 
trict. He was well liked by everyone, in this 
northern outpost, and was noted for his hospitali¬ 
ty, even at his cabins in the bush, which were 
always open. 

When he left his cabin it was his custom to 
leave a fire ready set for lighting, some food in 
the box, and blankets on the bunk, all he expected 
in return, was for the user to leave things as he 
found them, ready for anyone else. 

Old John, Ole Evindsen, his wife and I, spent 
three pleasant evenings, talking about the earlier 
days around Alice Arm, Silver City., Anyox and

also Stewart, and I think John got his greatest 
kick, when he was referred to, as the only white 
man in the district. 

We got on to the question of "How did Ole 
Peardon get that name in his dream? 

Evindsen thought for awhile then said: “1 
have tried to figure that out, and think I know 
where it came from. There used to be a book 
around camp, that was passed from one to the 
other, and I remember it told of a Dolly Varden, 
an actress in it, and I guess Peardon must have 
read it, and the name came back to him in his 
dream.” \ 

While I was there, • I travelled this railway 
line, and visited the Dream mine, by gasoline 
speeder with Jack Anderson, the government 
road foreman. The track through the canyon 
was along the edge, with a sheer drop of 
hundreds of feet to the river below, quite sensa¬ 
tional. 

A lot of water has gone down the Kitsault 
River Since then, but I notice the Dolly Varden 
(Dream Mine) is still quoted on the exchange.

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VANCOUVER (UPl Western hospitality 
didn’t include the weather as Canada's annu¬ 
al Grey Cup parade was held here Saturday. 

Heavy rain fell as the parade started but 
ttic downpour soon subsided to a weak driz¬ 
zle. And periods of rain were forecast for 
today's game. 

The parade including commercial breaks 
for television coverage, took nearly three 
hours to pass any given point along the route. 
It was the largest parade in Grey Cup history 
and several thousand people stood in the rain 
to watch it. 

There were 3^ floats, 35 bands and 50 {*- 
sorted marching units. 

The Seaforth Highlanders of Canada band 
led the parade. 

Judges presented ihe city of Ottawa with 
the grand award for the best all-round float. 
More than 40,000 live bronze, yellow and 
white mums adorned the 50-square-yard 
float, which featured a large football helmet 
with the Canadian Football League logo on it. 

Another 2,000 red and yellow roses served 
as a base of hundreds of live orchids. Aboul 
5.000 dried velvet button flowers were used to 
spell out the name of Ihe float. 

Award for the best commerical entry went 
to the Royal Bank of Canada. About 40 feet 


long, 20 feet wide and 13 feel high, the float 
featured a giant football in the middle. 

The city of Hamilton float won best non- 
commerical entry. It featurel a 14-foot tiger- 
cat leaping through a hoop with four cubs on 
each of the float corners. 

As the parade passed by, umbrellas and 
plastic rain protection of all sorts sprouted 
along the assembly route.

Tunis hijackers kill hostage, 
release 13 others 


TUNIS (UPI) Four 

Palestinian hijackers armed 
with machine guns and hand 
grenades killed one of their 
more than 40 hostages from a 
British jet Saturday but re¬ 
leased 13 others. 

The guerrillas won the re¬ 
lease of five Palestinian 
comrades from Egyptian jails 
but also demanded freedom 
for two Arab hijackers in a 
Dutch prison. 

In The Hague, top Dutch of¬ 
ficials were called from their 
beds and met early today at 
the justice ministry to discuss 
the demand. Dutch Premier 
Joop Den Uyl said Friday 
Holland would be willing to 
free the men because "the 
lives of innocent |>eople are at 
stake." 

The freed hostages, includ¬ 


ing all the women passengers, 
one child and one man, ap- 
Ireared tired but in good con¬ 
dition when they walked smil¬ 
ing off the British Airways 
VC10 after the prisoners from 
Egypt arrived in Tunis. 

The passengers told rejiort- 
ers two gunmen pulled a West 
German into the first class 
cabin after they discovered 
they had been double-crossed 
by Tunisian authorities aboul 
the supposed* arrival of 13 
Palestinian prisoners from 
Cairo. 


Two shots were heard but 
the passengers didn't know 
until they stepped off ihe 
plane that the hijackers had 
killed the hostage and tossed 
him out of the aircraft. They 
said the German apf>eared to 
have been chosen because he 
had argued w ith them earlier. 

The five Palestinians were 
sent from Cairo to prevent 
further bloodshed after the 
German’s body had been 
dumi>ed on the runway. 

The hostages said four, hi¬ 
jackers displayed machine 


guns and grenades. One of 
them was a doctor who had 
been a passenger aboard the 
aircraft when it was seized 
Thursday in Dubai, a Persian 
Gulf emirate. Another hi¬ 
jacker was familiar with air¬ 
line navigation, a passenger 
said. 

The passengers said one 
hostage spoke fluent English 
but the gunmen, all of them 
"extremely nice," spoke Ara¬ 
bic among themselves, calling 
each other "comrade" instead 
of using names. 


When the aircraft landed in 
Tunis, the guerrillas did not 
irll the passengers where they 
were. The hostages learned of 
their whereabouts only ,when 
soft drinks were brought 
aboard in cartons labeled 
"Tunis Air|M»r1 Cafe." 

Tunisian foreign minister 
Habib Chatti promised from 
the airporl control tower that 
he would inform the Dutch 
government, which indicated 
Friday it would be willing to 
release the pair, convicted of 
an earlier hijacking, if such a 
demand were mdde. 

The guerrillas did not name 
their eventual destination but 
their captured airliner devel¬ 
oped engine trouble after ar¬ 
rival in Tunis. The air condi-

U.S. still has hopes 
Ottawa won’t cut oil 


WASHINGTON (Reuteri 
The U.S. state department 
expressed disappointment Sat¬ 
urday at a Canadian plan to 
cut exports of crude oil to the 
Uniled States next year and 
said it hopes Ottawa will de¬ 
cide not to go ahead wilh it. 

Canadian Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald announcel 
Friday that exports to the 
United States will be reduced 
by 100,000 barrels a day from 
Jan. 1 and by a further 650.000 
barrels from July 1, depend¬ 
ing on agreement with the oil- 
producing provinces. 

U.S. imports of Canadian oil 
have averaged about 900,000 
barrels a day this year. 

Commenting on the deci¬ 
sion, a state department 
spokesman said in a state¬ 
ment it is hoj>ed that follow¬ 
ing the planned consultations 
between Ottawa and the prov¬ 
inces of Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan, Canada will continue 
, to make surplus oil production 
available for export. 

The Canadian oil announce¬ 
ment added to economic prob¬ 
lems already besetting U.S.- 
Canadian relations. A week 
ago President Ford slapped 
import quotas on Canadian 
cattle and meat in retaliation 
for limits imposed by Canada. 

The two count ires are ex¬ 


pected to have consultations 
sobn on the meat issue as 
Prime Minister Trudeau is to 
visit Washington next month. 

In its carefully worded 
statement on oil, the spokes¬ 
man took note of Canada’s an¬ 
nouncement that it plans to 
eliminate oil exports to the! 
U.S. by the end of 1982, saying 


the United States had known 
for a year that the exports 
would have to be phased out 
around the end of the decade. 

But he said: "It has been 
our hope and expectation" 
that reduction in oil exports 
would be phased out over a

ADDIS ARABA (Reuten 
Machine-gun fire and grenade 
explosions shook suburban 
streets in Addis Ababa Satur¬ 
day night after the chairman 
of Ethiopia’s military govern¬ 
ment was stripped of jiower 
by the governing military 
council. 

Rival factions of the armed 
forces battled in the western 
outskirts of the city near the 
home of Lt. Gen. Aman 
Andom, who was officially 
ousted earlier Saturday. 

The Provisional Military 
Council, in an announcement 
broadcast by Ethiopian radio, 
said the 51-year-old soldier- 
statesman had acted as a dic¬ 
tator and exceeded his man¬ 
date. 


Aman was placed under 
house arrest Friday on orders 
of the 120-man Supreme Mili¬ 
tary Council w'hich governs 
Ethiopia. The general was not 
a council member, although 
he was titular head of the mil¬ 
itary government. 

On Friday about 30 troops 
surrounded his residence op¬ 
posite the army aviation unit 
barracks known as a 

centre of opposition to the 
council. 

Six machine-gun jeeps and 
two armored cars sped to re¬ 
inforce the detachment Satur¬ 
day and shortly afterward 
neighbors reported bursts of 
machine-gun fire and heavy 
explosions near the house.

Insurance 
premiums 
for study 


B.C. is studying life insur¬ 
ance premiums to see if they 
violate human rights princi¬ 
ples, Labor Minister William 
King said Friday. 

King was speaking to a gov¬ 
ernment amendment to the 
Human Rights Code of B.C. 
that would exempt insurance 
companies from requirements 
of the act in setting their pre¬ 
miums. 

He told the Legislature the 
proposal would protect the 
companies while the study is 
carried out. 

“The insurance companies 
have based their whole sys¬ 
tem on differences (between 
people). Without getting into 
the argument of whether that 
is right or wrong, it is physi¬ 
cally impossible for the insur¬ 
ance industry to break down 
the existing system without a 
massive amount of lead time 
and study time.” 

He said the B.C. govern¬ 
ment will focus on how the 
system can be changed to 
allow' for the basic acceptance 
of human rights.

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No trace found of 5 fishermen in lifecraft 


Though winds slowed to 25 knots and 
visibility extended to two miles Saturday, 
air and sea searchers did not spot the 
blight yellow liferaft five American fish¬ 
ermen boarded after they abandoned their 
sinking 75-foot fishing boat in stormy seas 
Friday morning in Milbanke Sound. 

Searchers have not lost hope, however, 
and will resume the search this morning. 


A Pacific Rescue Centre spokesman 
said the entire coastal area between 
Banks and Calvert Island — about 150 
miles — has been searched but because of 
poor visibility and snow, searchers are not 
satisfied and will go over the area again 
today. 

Debris and fish crates were sighted i« 
the area Friday but have not been identi¬ 


fied as belonging to the Bellingham- 
registered Yaquina, the spokesman said. 

The boat’s owner, Stan Svege of Bell¬ 
ingham, believes it is all over for the five 
men, one his son and another his brother- 
in-law, and that the wooden debris found 
four miles off Cape Mark is Yaquina’s 
pilot house. 

“I’ve been on the ocean for more than 


20 years and I know that when you hit 
something it is all over,” Svege said. 

“It was in the morning and they had 
40 knots westerly winds so they might 
have gone up on the same rocks they hit 
... it’s kind of a graveyard in that area 
. . . there’s nothing but rocks.” 

The 10-man liferaft was equipped with 


enough food and water to keep the crew 
for 50 days. 

At the time seas were running with 
25 to 30-foot waves Whipped up by a 
60-mjle-an-hour gale. 

Two helicopters, a navy tracking plane, 
a coast guard cutter and private fishing 
boats are involved in the search.

Port delays cited in loss oi sawmills 


Mayor calls for body 
to attract industries

Indians get grant 
to expand co-op 


DUNCAN The Cowichan Indian Co¬ 
operative officially opened its farm producr 
building Saturday and received some more 
financial help from the federal government. 

The payment of $69,000 represents the sec¬ 
ond payment being made tt> the co-op under 
the Agriculture and Rural Development Act 
< ARDAi. 

The program is especially designed in co¬ 
operation with the provincial governtVient 
and the native associations of B.C. to provide 
people of Indian ancestry in rural areas with 
better opportunities to improve their econom¬ 
ic circumstances. 

The Cowichan co-operative, which has been 
supplying both the Indian and white commu¬ 
nities since 1968, proposes to expand farms 
producing forage crops and small fruits on 1 
the Cowichan Indian Reserve near Duncan. 


The project entails development of 500 
acres of land by 1976 and it will inject more 
than $200,000 into the Cowichan Indian Band 
in the form of permanent wages for 37 peo¬ 
ple. 

More than $2.10,000 in financial assistance 
is being provided by the department of Re¬ 
gional Economic Expansion while an addi¬ 
tional $200,000 is coming from the Depart¬ 
ment of Indian and Northern Affairs. 

Hugh Anderson, MP for Comox-Alberni. 
was acting for Don Jamieson, minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion. 

The cheque, handed over to co-operative 
president Dennis Alphonse represents pay¬ 
ment toward capital costs, training costs and 
working capital. 

‘ Another $30,000 is coming from the First 
Citizens Fund of B.C. 


NANALMO Mayor Frank 
Ney has called for establish¬ 
ment of an Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Commission here 
under auspices of the Nanai¬ 
mo Regional District. 

He made the call after 
hearing that Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd. and Bay Forest 
Products Ltd. had decided to 
bypass Nanaimo in the build¬ 
ing of two new sawmills. 

The new Doman sawmitT 
will locate at Chemainus and 
the Bay Forest Products mill 
will be built on the Fraser 
River. 

Both companies had 
planned to locate here and 
were to form pari of the new- 
industrial establishment to co¬ 
incide with construction of 
super-port facilities. It is be¬ 
lieved that the lack of a deci¬ 
sion of location of the new 
port since it was first an¬ 
nounced three years ago 
prompted both companies to 
look elsewhere for locations 
close to deeo-sea facilities. 

Ney said a commission 
would perform four main 
functions: to gather and make 
available facts about Nanai¬ 
mo as a site for industrial 
development, to provide assis¬ 
tance to local developers in 
such things as site location, to 
lobby for facilities making the 
area more attractive to in¬ 
dustry, and to develop leads 
about industries which may 
consider expanding to new 
u areas. 

The mayor suggested that 
such a commission should be 
made up of representatives of 
the community, including pol¬ 
iticians, Canada Manpower, 
industry', logging, fishing, the 
Industrial Development Bank, 
environmentalists, education 
and organized labor. 

Although conceding that the 
loss of the two sawmills was 
caused primarily by the lack 
of decisions by senior levels 
of government on the port 
prooosal. Nev said he feels 
that if an industrial commis¬ 
sion bad been formed here 
some time ago, it may have 
been able to assist the compa¬ 
nies by suggesting alternate 
locations in the area. 

"Industrial development on 
the Nanaimo area waterfront 
has been at a complete halt 
for three years now’ and it is 
time that the senior govern¬ 


ments made some statement 
on the future of the |)ori proj¬ 
ect. 

The fact that no decision 
has yet been made has been 
attributed to the continuation 
of detailed environmental stu¬ 
dies and other feasibility 
investigations. The harbour 
plan now is to locate the proj- 
e c t on Northumberland 
Channel near Duke Point, a 
“site which has already re¬ 
ceived the endoresement of 
environmental groups in this 
area. 

"These decisions should be 
made now. We need the jobs 
here and we cannot affoixl to 
lose any more industries to 
other locations," the mayor 
said. 

But Ney said he felt there 
was no use in "crying over 
spill milk.

Roofers rap Hartley 
on Duncan job cost 


Public Works Minister Wil¬ 
liam Hartley, who earlier 
raised the roof over the high 
cost of building repairs, has 
raised the ire of the roofing 
industry. 

The Canadian Roofing Con¬ 
tractors Association and the 
Master Sheet Metal and Roof¬ 
ing Contractors Association of 
B.C. sent, a telegram Friday 
to Hartley, demanding that 
the minister clarify his infer¬ 
ence that a contractor was 
out to make a $45,000 profit on 
a $2,000 repair job at the Dun¬ 
can courthouse. 

Hartley said during taping 
of the BCTV program, Capital 
Comment, that the original 
roof at the courthouse cost 
$17,000 but the original con¬ 
tractor now wants $47,000 to 
repair, it. 

After receiving that one bid. 
the public works department 
decided to do the job itself at 
a cost of only $2,000 he added. 

The telegram, signed by 
Maurice Fox, president of the 
B.C. association and Ross 


Jackson, president of the Ca¬ 
nadian association, urged 
Hartley to clarify his state¬ 
ments so they reflect "cor¬ 
rect” comparisons. 

"Your stated price of 
$47,000 represented complete 
removal of the existing roof 
and application of a premium 
roof, specified by your depart¬ 
ment,” the telegram read, 
"as compared to a $2,000 
price which represented a 
Band-Aid repair .job, obvious¬ 
ly requiring more extensive 
w’ork in the near future." 


Ken Grant, manager of the 
B;C. association, said any of 
the association’s 52 member 
firfns could do the same 
"Band-Aid" repair job for 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Hartley had blamed the 
roofing industry for being the 
greatest problem in obtaining 
economical tenders for con¬ 
struction work and he cri¬ 
ticized the industry for not 
giving taxpayers "a fair 
shake" so the public works 
department has to do some 
.jobs on its own.
